CITY AT FLEET’S MERCY? 


Feared That Ships’ Guns Com- 
mand the Town and Will Pre- 
vent Reseue by Loyal 
Troops.

PARIS, Nov. 26, 8 a. m.—The Matin pub- 
lishes this morning the following dispatch 
from its St. Petersburg correspondent: 

“ As it is impossible to ascertain what has 
been happening at Sevastopol during the last 
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“Great Scott! 


“There goes-one of the brainiest men in this country.’’ 
Who is he? What has he done?”’ 
“He's gettiny all his Christmas shopping done long before the rush begins.” 
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T. Crocker, brother of Mrs. Harrison, and re- 
puted: the richest student at Yale, who was 
also in the party, escaped with slight in- 
juries, 

Mrs. Harrison was a daughter of the late 
Charles A. Crocker of San Francisco. She 
was one of three children who divided the 
fortune of $15,000,000 left by Mr. Crocker. 
She was married in 1900, her husband being 
the son of Mrs. Burton N. Harrisom the 


+ novelist, and of Burton N. Harrison, who was 


secretary to President Jefferson Davis of the 
southern confederacy during the civil war. 
Mr. Scott is the son of the late Irving M. 
Scott, the Sah Francisco shipbuilder, who 
built the famous battleship Oregon. 


Details of the Accident. 

Today’s automobile ride was part of Mrs. 
Harrison’s program in entertaining Mr. and 
Mrs. Scott, who are intimate friends of the 
Crocker family, and who came here recently 
on a visit. The party were riding from New 
York to Hempstead colony, Long Island, and 
it waa about noon when the accident oc- 
courted. 

The automobile had just started down what 
is known ae Thompson's hill. This place ts 
a favorite speedway forautomobiles. As the 
car began to glide ewiftly down Mr. Scott 
and Mr. Crocker were examining a road 
map, while Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. Scott 
were talking together and laughing. The 
chauffeur, Mrs. Scott said afterward, turned 
about in hide seat and remarked that some- 
thing was wrong with the steering gear. 

The next instant the machine swerved 
sharply. The chauffeur's frantic efforts to 
guide it back into the road were fruitless, 
and the car plunged toward a ditch at the 
side of the road, with a telegraph pole loom- 
ing directly in its course. It struck the pole 
a glancing blow, and then toppled into the 
ditch. 

Mrs. Harrison’s Neck Broken. 

Mrs. Harrison was thrown under the ma- 
chine, her head pinned down by the heavy 
machine. She was unconscious, and it was 
afterwards found that her neck had been 
broken. Beside her, also pinned down by 
the car, was her brother, but he was not 
severdly injured and was able to free him- 
self from the car. The other three, Mrs 
Scott, Mr. Scott, and tife chauffeur, Constant 
Ravert, had been thrown clear of the ma- 
chine. Ravert’s shoulder was dislocated. 
Mrs. Scott was huried across the ditch, land- 
ing ten feet beyond the machine, and lay 
unconscious where she struck. Her hus- 
band, although still conscious, was unabie 
to move for some time. The chauffeur also. 
like the other members of the party was 
stunned. 

No one was near the point where the acci- 
‘dent o¢curred, the road being almost de- 
gerted at the time. 

The firet persons to realize the terrible 
situation were Mr. Crocker and the chauffeur, 
who tried to free Mrs. Harrison and found 
that they could not lift,the machine, Mr, 
‘Scott, with a broken riby also joined them,

ORDINANCE PROHIBITS BATHING 


Newark, Del., Residents Must Go with 
Washing for a Month by Order 
of Council. 


Wilmington, Del., Nov. 2.—({Special.]— 
Residents of Newark, Del., will not be al- 
lowed to take a tub bath for at least 2 
menth, as the regult of an ordinance adoptcd 
by the town council shutting off the water. 
One may take a rubdown with a damp towel, 
but the bath cannot be used. The scarcity 
of water is responsible for this ordinance. 
The well from which the town's present 
supply is obtained is going dry. It will take 
at least « month to dig a new well. 
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few hours it is advisable to be on guard 
against exaggeration. It appears, however, 
that pillaging, incendiarism, and massacres 
already have taken place. The military au- 
thorities have telegraphed that they are 
helpless and ask reinforcement. Mutineers 
are said to be in command of the arsenal 
and the naval harbor.”’ 


MUTINEERS SHOOT ADMIRAL. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

SEVASTOPOL, Nov. 25.—The sailors of 
the naval port have mutinied and shot and 
seriously wounded their commander, Rear 
Admiral Pisareveski. 

The Brest regiment has joined the mu- 
tiny and, with the sailors and workmen, 
have raised the red flag. 

The city is panic stricken. All work has 
ceased. All railroads have stopped. 

The mutiny began yesterday when the 
sailors attempted to hold a meeting. Rear 
Admiral Pisarevski tokd them he would dis- 
perse their meeting with firearms, where- 
upon the sailors fired on him, His wounds 
are said to be serious. 


ALARM IN SITUATION. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 25.—That the 
outbreak at Sebastopol is a seriously planned 
revolutionary demonstration was made clear 
by the tone of an official statement issued by 
the admiralty tonight, as follows: 

“The events at Cronstadt have found echo 
in the Black sea fleet. Vice Admiral Chouk- 
nin reports that sailora, under the influence of 
the socialistic propaganda, have organized 
at Sebastopol a sertes of demonstratiors. 
The movement has spread to several orgari- 
gations of the army. Vice Admiral Pisarev- 
aki was seriously wounded while trying to 
prevent a meeting being held. The situation 
is serious, though, according to a report re- 
ceived at 6:28 o'clock this evening, no at- 
tempts ha@ been made to pillage.” 

The Sevastopol affair is a formidable re- 
volt, in which sallors of the fleet, shore equi- 
pages, and infantry garrisone are participat- 
ing, and appears at the present to be beyond 
the power of Vice Admiral Chouknin, com- 
mander of the Black sea fleet, to control 

The mutineers and riotous strikers are 
parading the city with red flags without in- 
terference, and it may be possibile, as was the 
case at Odessa, that the guns of the battie- 
ship Pateleimon (formerly the Kniaz Potem- 
kin) and other vessels of the Euxine fleet 
dominate the situation and prevent active 
measures being taken to quell the mutiny 
even if Vice Admiral Chouknin has sufficient 
loyal troops at his disposal. 


TROOPS ON THE WAY. 

ODESSA, Nov. 25, 8:45 p. m.—Troops have 
been sent from here to quell the disorders 
at Sevastopol, which are reported to be in- 
creasing. The mutineers have sent the chief 
admiral a black coffin and have demanded 
that he leave the town immediately. Rail- 
way traffic with Sevastopol is interrupted. 


‘Douhis Paralysis Sets In, but Sur- 
, geons Have Not Quit the Fight. 


FAMILY CALLED TO BEDSIDE, 


Night Bulletin More Cheering than 
‘Those Issued Earlier in Day. 


BULLETIN, 

At 3 a. m. the condition of Marshall Field 
dr, was reported at Mercy hospital as prac- 
tically unchanged from that reported earlier 
in the night. He was sleeping. ~~ 


After a day of hopes and fears it wae ofi- 
cially announced last night that Marshal) 
Fielé Jr., despite the paralysis thet was 
discovered yesterday, hada bare chance for 
recovery. : 

That chance depends on the recuperative 
powers of Mr. Field in overcoming the paral- 
yais. 

Serious apprehension followed a bulletin 
issued In the morning in which the physicians 
said that “a paralysis of the bowels and 
lower extremities, due to an injury of the 
spinal cord, makes the prognosis extremely 
grave.” 

Mr. Field’e father called several times dur- 
ing the day at Mercy hospital to see his ecn, 
He talked hopefully, but admitted the first 
bulletin was not encouraging. The wounded 
man’s children, Marshall Field HiL and 
Gwendolin, were taken to hie bedside. 


Night Bulletin More Hopeful. 

At 9 o’clock in the evening, after having 
spent half an hour with the patient, Dr. 
Arthur Dean Bevan and Dr. Frank Billings 
issued this bulletin: 

“General condition improved. No pain. 
Temperature, 98.6; pulse, 78; respiration, 16; 
condition of bowels improved slightly as 
compared with last night and this morning.”’ 

The significant statements in the bulletin 
were regarding the condition df the para- 
lyzed bowels and the temperature, pulse, 
and respiration, which were normal. 


First Report of the Day. 
The first bulletin of the day, at 9:30 in the 
morning, was considerably less encouraging. 
It was as follows: 

“Mr. Field’s general condition good. Pulse, 
78; temperature, 98.2; respiration, 14. Wound 
dressed and found ip excelient shape ap far 
as the abdominal injury is concerned. No 
peritonitis. A paralysis of bowels and lower 
extremities, due to an injury of the spinal 
cord, makes the prognosis extremely grave. 

“ ARTHUR DEAN BEVAN.” 

The physicians were exceedingly reluctant 
to enter into any discussion of the case, fur- 
ther than their official bulletins, Asked if 
Mr. Field had a chance for recovery, Dr. 
Bevan said just after the final statement for 
the day had been lett in the office of the hos- 
pital: 


said; the prospect is grave.” 
Paralysis Is Partial. 


“Ig it possible for a man to recover who 
has been wounded as Mr. Field has, and 
under the paralytic condition described in the 
bulletin?’ 

Dr. Bevan hesitated a moment and an- 
swered: 

“Tt ig possible. To say that the prog- 
nosis is grave does not mean that the case is 
hopeless.”’ 

‘* Is the paralysis partial or aie 1am 

“It is partial,” 

Dr. Billings said that the sinitabonte was a 
development—that it did not exist when the 
operation for the removal of the bullet took 
place after Mr. Field had shot himself acci- 
dentally while handling an automatic pistol 
last Wednesday evening. 

“At that time Mr. Field could move his 
legs,”” sald Dr. Billings, “so there was no 
paralysis. The chances for recovery depend 
on the development and reduction of the 
paralysis within the next few days.”’ 


Case of Double Paralysis. 

Dr. Bevan was asked if the bullet struck 
the spine or merely a nerve in that region. 

“Tt must have struck the spine,” he said, 
‘*‘as it was a case of double paralysis.” 

One hopeful thing that both physicians 
were agreed upon was the probable passage 
of the crisis in which peritonitis would have 
to be reckoned with. 

Marshall Field Sr. paid his last visit to his 
son for the day while the physicians were 
making cut their bulletin. Ashe left the hos- 
pital he said: 

“While the first bulletin of the day was 
not encouraging, the last is much more hope- 
ful. My son appears to be holding his own. 
The family is hopeful of the outcome, though 
we cannotell what it will be.” 

Mrs. Marghall Field Jr., who has never 
faltered in her wifely devotion since her hus- 
band was stricken down, said to a friend 
early in the evening: 

“ The physicians do not give us much hope. 
As for myself, I believe Mr. Field will re- 
cover. He is so cheerful through it all and 
believes he will get well, and that lc an im- 
portant thing in all recoveries.” 


Sees Members of His Family. 

The wounded man’s father was the only 
person allowed to speak to his son, aside 
from the wounded man’s wife, and neither 
said more than a word or two of encourage- 
ment. 

Gwendolin, the little daughter of the in- 
jured man and his favorite child, came at 11 
in the morning. She was allowed in her 
father’s room for an instant and regarded 
him with large, wondering eyes, but neither 
was permitted to speak. The son, Marshall 
Field III, came in while his grandfather was 
telephoning at 2:30 o’clock in the afternoon, a 
sad little figure wearing an overcoat, but- 
toned up to the chin, and a golf cap. 

Thoughtful of others even under his deep 
sorrow, Mr. Field, as he was leaving Mercy 
hospital, stepped up to a group of newspaper 
men who stood in the main. corridor to set 
one of them right on a question to which 
he had given an answer a few minutes be- 
fore. 

“TI told you,” said he, “ that my grandson, 
Marshall Field, was not here. I was wrong. 
I did not know. He is here now with his 
mother.” 

Mrs. Huck Speaks of Accident. 

Mrs. L. C. Huck, who remains constantly 
with her daughter, Mrs. Marshall Field Jr., 
said her son-in-law had wanted to talk, and 
they had t>? warn him that he was exerting 
his strength beyond his capacity. To her he 
had reiterated his story of the accident. 

Mrs. Huck said there was a canary in the 
gickroom, its cage hanging in the south 
window. The bird sings a good deal of the 
time and the nurses wanted to remove it, 
but Mr. Field asked them not to,

The chauffeur explains the accident by In- 
sisting that the steering gear of the machine 
had become disarranged. An examination 
of the machine afterwards, however, resulted 
in the following explanation: 

“The center of the boulevard, where the 
machine upset, is a macadam road thirty 
feet wide. On either side is an asphalt cycle 
path, and beyond that a stretch of sand 
twelve feet wide. The chauffeur was run- 
ning the aut#& partly on the cycle path.

FIRM RAIDED ON CHARGES 
OF EXTENSIVE SWINDLING. 


L. D. Abbott & Co. Accused of Retaining 
Deposits of Money Made by Hun- 
dreds of Agents. 


The offices of L. D. Abbott & Co., 381-383 
Wabash avenue, were raided yesterday by 
city detectives, who arresied E. C. Hughes, 
said to be a member of the firm, and R. B. 
Hamilton and C. M. Reed, employés, on a war- 
rant secured by I. E. Hall, 4436 Evans ave- 
nue. 

The men are charged with conspiracy jo 
obtain money by means of a confidence game. 

The detectives gathered together papers 
and records of the company to be used in 
the prosecutions. 

L. D. Abbott, whose name is on the sta- 
tlonery used by the company, is in East 
St. Louis, Ill., where he ls said to be a real 
estate agent. 

The firm advertised for agents, who were 
to be paid a salary of $100 a month and $18 
a week for traveling expenses. The agents 
are required to deposit from $50 to $500, as 
@ guarantee for the goods they take out. 
Then when they are unable to fulfill the con- 
tract the company keeps the deposit money, 
the police ailege. In that way, Detective 
Wooldridge alleges, the concern has de- 
frauded victims in all. parts of the country 
out of sums aggregating $200,000. 

East St. Louis, Ill., Nov. 2®—[Special. ]— 
L. D. Abbott, who is an old business man 
in East St. Louis, said to Tae TrRIBUNR’s 
correspondent tonight: 

“TI have no interest in any Chicago house.

MRS. EMIL SCHULT2’s CHILDREN 
FIND HER UNCONSCIOUS. 


Returning from Kindergarien, They 
Discover Her Apparently Lifeless 
on the Floor—Neighbors Are Called 
In and a Physician Revives Her— 
She Says Man Seized and Over- 
powered Her While She Was Chang~- 
ing Clothes. 


The two children of Mrs. Emil Schultz re- 
turned from kindergarten yesterday noon 
to find their mother, apparently dead, lying 
on the floor of her bedroom. She was bound 


-and gagged and unconscious. 


A burglar had entered Mrs. Schultz's house, 
44 Gresham avenue, late inthe morning. He 
had overpowered, beaten and kicked her, 
rifie? the house, and fied. She was given 
medical attention and then told the police 
of the attack. 

When the children saw their mother lying 
silent on the floor, they fea she was dead, 
and ran from the rooms. They told neigh- 
bors of their discovery and friends hastened 
to Mrs. Scultz’s rooms. She appeared as if 
she had been atrangled to death. 


Revived, Tells of Attack. 

Dr. 8. L. Zeltner, 1487 North Troy street, 
was summoned. He revived Mra. Schultz 
and found that her assailant had kicked her 
in the abdomen and that she algo had been 
hurt on the head. 

Police of the Attrill street station were 
notified,. but their investigation resulted in 
no arrests. They were not given a descrip- 
tion of the man for Mrs. Schultz said she 
had not obtained a glimpse of his features. 

She had left the house shortly before noon 
to purchase some groceries. When she re- 
turned it was time to prepareforlunch. Re- 
moving her outer garments she went to a 
bedroom to put them away. Her back was 
toward a clothes press. 


Seized by Unseen Man. 


Hearing the door creak as it was opened, 
she was about to turn when she was seized 
by the man. He struck her in the face and 
then placed his hands about her throat. 
Overcome with fright for.a moment, Mrs. 
Schultz says she tried to run, but was 
thrown to the floor and kicked in the left 
side of the abdomen. She lost consclousness 
and did not recover until under the care of 
the physician. 

After Mrs. Schultz became unconscious 
the burglar tied her with a towel and tore 
part of her skirt, which he used to gag her. 
He took $37 and’jewelry’valued at $25. 


Life Saver Held Up. 

As Sylvester Sparling, a Northwestern 
university student and member of the Evans 
ton Mfe saving crew, was patroling the lake 
shore at‘ Wilmette, near Central street, he 
was stopped by an armed robber, who com- 
manded him to hold up his hands. Sparling 
obeyed and the robber searched him. Fail 
ing to find any money, the man left. Spar- 
ling lowered his hands, recovered his re 
volver from the sleeve of his overcoat, and 
fired ome shot.

He 
named Viette and the others, saying that 
Viette had enlisted in the navy and left the 
city. Viette was traced tothe Newport navy 
yard and detectives sent for him. 

Sherer was not reached by the police last 
night. He will be taken to the station today 
and asked to identify the suspects. 


COMMISSION MERCHANT ASKS 
INJUNCTION TO STOP TRIAL. 


James M. Doud Seeks Writ to Prevent 
Possible Expulsion by the Chicago 
Idve Stock Exchange.

James M. Doud, president of J. M. Doud &- 


Co., commission merchants at the Union 
stockyards, yesterday filed a bill for an in- 
junction, asking that the Chicago live stock 
exchange be enjoined from hearing or de- 
termining charges which have been made 
against Doud, and upon which proceedings to 
expel him from the exchange have been 
begun. 

Doud has been accused of having distrib- 
uted over his signature letters in which he 
sought to impeach the integrity and commer- 
cial standing of certain members of the ex- 
cham ge. 

These charges were to have been heard 
next Tuesday, and it le this meeting which 
Doud seeks to prevent, alleging that the 
committee is personally interested in the mat- 
ter and should not be allowed to act on the 
charges. 

In his bill Doud explains what he says 
were the causes for the bringing of charges 
against him. He says that the matter was 
precipitated by his condemnation of certain 
practices which have arisen among the com- 
mission merchants at the stockyarde in con- 
nection with the selling of crippled or dis- 
eased hogs. According to his bill a clase of 
men called “ cripple speculators” has been 
formed in the stockyards for the buying of 
crippled hogs from the commiseion men at 
the expense of the original seller of the hogs. 

The hogs in question are those which fail 
to pass the government inspection, and which 
are sold at @ lower rate than the regular 
market price for sound hogs. It isin connec- 
tion with the selling of the condemned hogs 
that the charges of Doud against the com- 
mission merchants were made.

Gilo and his companions said they 
would go, too, but Ginvosia, the only one 
of the survivors who gives a clear account of 
the evening, remembers that they did not 
undress. 

The car was dark, except for a red railroad 
lantern. At 1 o'clock Gilo, who had been 
shamming sleep, arose, took the lantern, and 
went outside. A few minutes later Tarnini 
and Petro followed him noiseleasly. 

The others slept heavily on. Then Gilo 
opened the door and crept back in, leaving 
the lantern outside. Followed closely by the 
two others, he went to the bunk of Adduci. 
The other two picked out other bunks, and in 
a flash the darkness and silence of the night 
was broken by the flash and roar of three 
revolvers. 


Pleads Vainly for Mercy. 


Cutri, who lay in a bunk in the southeast 
corner, was shot in the ear in the first volley. 
He pleaded for mercy. 

“If you want money, here it is,” he cried, 
hunting for his “ roll.’’ 

But it was not money the murderers want- 
ed. They shot until their revolvers were 
empty. Adduci and Dominic were dead. 
Cutri had fallen to the floor and was lying in 
a pool of blood. Stopping to reload their 
weapons, the men gave chase to Ginvosia 
and Parratti In the darkness, however, 
these two got away. Their pursuers fired a 
few more shots, then gathered near the scene 
of their crime. No one had heard them, al- 
though the farmhouse of R. E. Aberathy 
Was only a few rods away. 


Parretti Escapes to Zion City. 

Parratti ran to Zion City, where he was 
found walking the streets in the morning, 
clad only in his underclothes, and bleeding. 
He was cared for and sent to Waukegan. 

Ginvosia, although shot tn the back, near 
the right eye,in the shoulder, and in the el- 
bow, managed to crawl to Aberathy’ s farm- 
house and waken the farmer. Aberathy sent 
his two boys to the house of Kaspar Van 
Alien, the village marshal. When he came 
Mike Flaherty, the section boss, was aroused, 
and the three went to the box car. 

The door was priedopen. Cutri was groan- 
ing, and the others lay just as they had 
gone to bed in the evening. 


Farmers Begin the Search. 


At daybreak the farmers started on a 
search of the surrounding woods, but not 
until Sheriff Powell of Lake county and 
Chief of Police Swansborough of W aukegan 
arrived did the general search begin. 

The first clew came from a farmer two 
miles. south of Kenosha. He said he had 
geen three men, probably Italians, passing 
through a cornfield near his farm. 

They were seen next near Truesdell. Ac 
soon as the news of the capture reached Chief 
Swansborough he sent policemen to Wads- 
worth, and the men were brought to Wau- 
kegan. They refused to admit they had done 
the shooting. 


Hears Dying Man’s Testimony. 

The wounded were brought to Waukegan 
and placed in the Jane McAlister hospital. A 
coroner’ s jury met in the hospital, and in the 
pregence of the dying Cutri examined Par- 
ratti through an interpreter. He told the 
story of the shooting, but said he could not 
give any reason for the atiacks, and that 
the only man he knew was Gilo. He said 
the men were not enemies. 

Before he lapsed into a deathlike sleep Cutri 
gasped out the name of Tornini as the man 
who shot him. Ginvosia claims tha Gilo shot 
him, but does not assign any reason for it. 

The captured men were taken to the hos- 
pital and were brought before Parreiti, who 
was asked if these were the slayers.

“The number of men at work in the struck 
shops is considerably less thag it was a 
month ago, and the desperate condition of 
the typothete shops is best shown by the 
fact that the best printers are constantly 
leaving them and coming to the union,’ the 
statement says.

FRERD BY A LABOR JURY. 


ROSS SKELTON ACQUITTED OF 
KILLING MAN DURING STRIKE. 


Veniremen, Quickly Selected to Hear 
Case ‘Againat Former Depaty Sher- 
iff, Decide That He Did Not Murder 
Kdward Swanson, a Union Sympa- 
thiser—Trial Is Begun and Finished 
im Four Days, Presenting Striking 
Contrast to Gilhooley Hearing. 


Ross Skelton wae acquitted yesterday aft- 
ernoon by the labor jury in Judge Kava- 


‘nagh’s court of the charge of murdering E4- 


ward Swanson, Special interest had been 
attracted to the case because of the fact that 
Swanson was a union sympathizer and Skel- 
ton was a deputy sheriff in the teamsters’ 
strike. The verdict created much surprise in 
the state’s attorney’s office, because it was 
thought that a question which involved labor 
unions could not be settled quickly. 

The speedy action in the case presents a 
striking contrast to the many delays in the 
trial of the Gilhooley case. That case has 
been before the court for ten weeks and a 
jury has not yet been secured. The Skelton 
trial was bgun late Wednesday afternoon, 
and by the next day the jury had been secured 
and the taking of testimony begun. The trial] 
occupied four days in all. 


Scene Follows the Verdict. 

A scene followed the reading of the verdict. 
The defendant leaped to his feet, threw his 
arms about his lawyer, Benedict J. Short. 
Friends and relatives of the youthful de- 
fendant in turn embraced him. Then the 
women friends of the accused continued the 
scene by shaking hands with each of the 
jurors. 

While Mr. Short was pleased with the 
verdict, Assistant State's Attorney James 
Barbour had a solemn look in his face. He 
declined to express his feelings, and said 
that he never criticiged the actione of a jury. 


Last of Strike Cases. 

The trial of Skelton was the last growing 
out of the many assaults which occurred dur- 
ing the teameters’ strike. Skelton and Swan- 
son had been friends, but the friendship 
ceased when Skelton became a deputy sheriff. 
Swanson and a companion were in a restau- 
rant at 1669 North Clark street, Aug. 26, 
when Skelton and a companion entered. A 
quarrel ensued, during which Swanson was 
shot, dying a few minutee later. 

At the trial it was admitted that Skelton 
fired the shots which killed Swanson. Wit- 
nesses for the prosecution said that Skelton 
had drawn his revolver and that Swanson 
raised a chair to protect himself. The de- 
fense showed, however, that Swaneon was 
in the act of striking Skelton when the latter 
fired the fatal shot. Skelton took the stand 
in his own defense and corroborated the te» 
timony of his own witnesses that he had been 
compelled to shoot in self-defense.

verdict had been reached.

ARCHBISHOP QUIGLEY WILL CON- 
FIRM 97 CONVICTS. 


Unique Ceremeny in History of Ro- 
man Catholic Church Will Be Held 
Today at Joliet—Result of Werk of 

“the Rev. Fideles Kaercher, Chap- 
lain, Aided by .Missionaries of the 
Seciety of St. Vincent de Paul— 
Chicago Delegation Going. 


. A wnique event in the history of the Roman 
Catholic church in the west will take place 
today in the Illinois state prison at Joliet, 
when Archbishop Quigley will bestow the 
sacrament of confirmation on ninety-seven 


| Convicts. 


By this ceremony the candidates become 
members of the church spiritually, and re- 
new the promises of faith their sponsors made 
for them when they were baptized. In cases 
where children have had an opportunity for 
religious training, they are accorded this 
sacrament wh@n from 12 to 15 years of age, 
‘po that today’s ceremony is unusual both In 
that it ts being accorded to febons in prison 
and that the entire class is adult. 


Converted by Prison Missionaries. 

While a number of the candidates in the 
ceremony were baptized into the church in 
infancy, and strayed from it when children, 
the greater number represent the work of the 
church’ missionaries within the prison, being 
converts to the faith since their imprison- 
ment. This is the result practically of the 
work of the prison chaplain, the Rev. Fideles 
Kaercher, O. F. M., aided by the missionaries 
of the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, the 
chief benevolent organization of men within 
the church, 

A large delegation from the Chicago cen- 
tral council, of which Richard C. Gannon, 52 
Throop street, is the head, will accompany 
the archbishop to Joliet to be present at the 
ceremony, for which elaborate preparations 
have been made within the prison. 

Work of Chicago Council. 

The Chicago council, which has estab- 
lished missions, lodging houses, and aid cen- 
ters in both the west and south side slum 
districts, began its present work in the state 
prison and reformatory in 190%, placing in the 
hands of Father Kaercher for expenditure 
such funds as were necessary to supply the 
prisoners with catechisms. prayerbooks, and 
other literature. According to the report 
made by the chaplain, there were twenty-two 
converts baptized tn 1904, and thirty-two re- 
converted persons prepared for their first 
communion service. The others of the ninety- 
seven to be confirmed represent the work of 
the mission durin#the present year.

Before the discussion had proceeded far 
it was apparent on the surface that the De 
heen organization was harmonious so far as 
the Lorimer proposition was concerned. 


To Ignore Local Oampaign. 

As an incident to the discussion it was-de- 
cided that the combination as an organiza- 
tion should not act in the approaching mu- 
nicipal campaign. It had been proposed 
that a géneral republican platform for all 
republican aldermanic candidates should be 
framed and that they should be united in 
opposing the democratic candidates. 

This suggestion was rejected. It was 
agreed that it would be foolish for the or- 
ganization to rush into an issue with which 
it had no concern at the present time; that 
it would be the poorest political policy imag- 
inable for the governor to take any step 
which would put him in the position of in- 
terfering in purely local conditions in Chi- 
cago. 

A nonpartisan Chicago campaign, it was 
agreed, is the kind to be desired, and the 
republican aldermanic candidates will be se- 
lected without regard to their standing on 
municipal ownership. Gov. Deneen and the 
Organization will keep hands off the Febru- 
ary primaries so far as municipal policies 
are concerned. 


Efforts to Cause Dissension. 


County candidates who are involved in the 
April primaries were considered, but it wes 
agreed that it would be premature to take 
any action along thie line. 

It was recognized as a fact that Lorimer 
has been endeavoring to cause trouble by 
springing. candidates in various sectione in 
the hope that dissension could be causcd 
‘by rivalry.

Evanstonians Unable to Hold Minne- 

sota, Which Plows Through the

Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Minnesota closed its football season today by 
defeating Northwestern, 72 to 6, again 
passing the 500 mark and finishing with a 
total of 543 points for the campaign, against 
22 for its opponents. 

Five théusand people braved the cold to see 
the game, 200 -of them being Northwestern 
enthusiasts, who were accompanied by the 
purple band. The visitors were clearly out- 
classed, and were especially unfortunate in 
losing Johnson, who was injured in the first 
ten minutes of play, being relieved by Tur- 
ner, who played a strong cfensive game, 
stopping several runs. Rueber’s seventy yard 
run for the lone Northwestern touchdown 
was spectacular, while Blair outpunted 
Larkin. 

Brush was Minnesota’s star, while Kremer, 
Schuknecht and Marshall made several short 
runs. 

The home team outweighed the visitors, and 
the latter seemed out of condition.Much time 
was taken as a result of injuries, and Mc- 
Cornack’s men were a badly battered fot. 
The form made by Minnesota today was 
the best which Coach Williams’ men have 
shown this season, and much regret is felt 
that the Wisconsin game could not have been 
played today. * 

Visitors Defend West Goal. 

Northwestern won the toss and chose the 
west goal, taking advantage of a strong 
wind. Minnesota kicked off at 1:40 to John- 
son, who was downed in his tracks on North- 
western’s twenty yard line. On the second 
play Johnson punted forty-five yards to 
Larkin, who was downed on Minnesota’s 
forty-five yard line.

MUFFED PUNT THE CAUSE, 


Cambridge Men Surprise Eli with. 


Splendid Defense; No Score 
in First Half. 


Cambridge, Mass., Nev. 25.—[Special.}— 
Victory by a slender margin and through. 
faulty play of its rival perched on fYaie’s 
banner today inside the stadium walls before 
45,000 people, after the tide of battle seemed 


to be setting against the blue, and only the ~ 


gamest, splendid defense had checked Har- 
vard's onslaught, after it had gained sixty 
yards. 

A muff by Don Nichols two minutes after 
he entered the game presented Yale with 
the vantage point of itg victory, twenty-five 
yards from the goal, and Yale's triphammer 
attack was good for the distance, chewing 
up the ground by grinding, twisting smashes 
which wrenched a loophole for plunges of 
only three or four yards. 

Yale’s failure to score in the first half 
was a revelation to its supporters, for Har- 
vard’s defense played better than it knew. 
Never before in this season has the crimson 
line showed itself so adamantine. Twice 
when only fifteen yards from Harvard's 
goal, Yale was thrown back for four downs, 
and Harvard, punting out of danger, kept 
its line uncrossed. Only to Yale's thirty- 
eight yard line was Harvard able to shoot 
its plays in this half, although it was held 
for downs only three times in the half. The 
other occasions, when the crimson was 
obliged to give up the ball, it was on Harvard 
territory. 


Yale Outplayed at First. 

Harvard’s superiority over Yale in this 
half was astonishing. Roome punted five 
times for only 125-yards, an average of twen- 
ty-five yards. Burr’s four kicks went 170 
yards, an average of forty-two yards. Har-- 
vard’s closest approach to scoring during 
the half came with time nearly expired, when 
Burr’s try for goal from placement went 
two yards outside of the uprights. 


Yale gained 108 yards in this half and . 


Harvard 70. Each eleven was penalized five 
yards during the half. The feature of the 
half, in facet the only individual run of any 


. distance during the game, was the fifty yard 


plunge by Roome. He shot free through 
right tackle, and, without interference, 
plowed to Harvard’s twerty-yard line. 

It was close football throughout, Harvard 
relying solely on its heavy tandem forma- 
tions and Yale on its famous tackle back. 


Substitutes to the Rescue. 
Harvard's strongest bolt of the game was 
shot five minutes after the second half be- 
gan, when its offensive play netted sixty 
yards in small plunges, with Squires and Brill 
doing the ground gaining. taking the ball 


from the Harvard twenty yard line to Yale's 


twenty-five yard mark. Here Yale hurled 
its best substitutes into the defense, ree 
placing wearied men, Harvard was checked, 
and crimson hopes fell as its last chance 
faded away. 

Yale’s score came ten minutes later, when 
Yale, unable to gain, punted. The kick was 
made from Yale’s forty-five yard line and 
Don Nichols muffed at the Harvard twenty~ 
five yard line. Capt. Shevlin was on the ball 
in a flash, thereby assuring Yale its only 
score. From here it was Yale’s grand ability 
to strike at the right time and spot that gave 
it the victory. Levine gained most of the 
ground, but, from the four yard line, Forbes 
plowed over right tackle for a touchdown, 
Hutchinson kicked out to Knox, Hoyt kicked 
a pretty goal, and all the scoring of the day 
had been done. 

Yale’s ground gaining in the second hal~f 
was less than Harvard's, for the crimson 
landed & yards to 75 for the blue. Yale's 
total of ground gained during the game wag 
178 yards to Harvard’s 155. Harvard suf- 
fered two penalties of five yards in the seo- 
ond half and Yale none. This yielded a total 
penalty list of fifteen yards against Harvaré 
and five against Yale. 


Trying Weather for Players. 

Temperature fit for June baseball and ideal 
for spectators at any sport gave a jolt to 
weather bureau predictions and made the 
game one of the ma§ trying on record for 
the players. Inside the high walled stadium, 
where the cool breeze which fanned the top 
row spectators could not be felt, the mercury 
stood at nearly 75 when the game began. The 
consequent loss of weight to all the players 
was one of the greatest of any game on rec- 
ord, and the Harvard heavyweights suffered 
the most. 

Packed under a deep coverlid of straw for 
days, the playing surface was in the best 
condition possible. The straw blotter soaked 
up all the rain which fell last night. The 
warm sun this morning drew to the surface 
nearly all the frost which had accumulated 
under the turf by a week's cool November 
weather. This made a soft playing surface, 
which it was beyond the reach of any ath- 
letic supervisors to remedy. This was a dis- 
advantage to Yale’s light,' active team, 
whose effectiveness demanded a dry. elastic 
field. Yet the Yale managers were 80 over- 
joyed at the bright sunshine fn place of the 
rain which threatened that they overlooked 
with glee a little softness of surface. 


Gates Ajar at Noon. 

Hundreds of the record breaking crowd 
were on hand when the gates were swung 
ajar at noon, and through every entrances 
poured the human tide till half an hour after 
play began. By 1 o'clock there were 5,000 
people lunching and chatting in the amphi- 
theater, whose vastness made them as Infre- 
quent as polkadots on a summer gown. Till 
the clashing of the players began at 2 o'clock 
the entrances were choked with the crush of 
struggling hundreds. Cambridge sidewalks 
were too small to meet the demands of the 
walkers from trolley and steam car stations 
less than a mile away, and a steady phaianx 
jammed the streets from curb to curb for an 
hour. 

An admirable street car service faltled to 
carry the thousands from Boston to Cam- 
bridge, and. hundreds walked part of the way 
or transferred to carriages. The automobile 
display was the biggest ever seen in the east, 
and the field garage which was extemporized 
on a corner of the spacious Soldiers’ fleld cav- 
ered acres, yet was unable to hold the 
vehicles. 

Speculators Ply Their Trade. 

Outside the gates and on avenues leading 
to the stadium speculators did a stealthy 
ticket business, keeping one eye on appreach- 
ing detectives and the other out for pur- 
chasers. Any ticket for the game was sala- 
ble in the open market for $10. Good ones 
did not reach the top +f the bidding when 
they were knocked down at from $25 to $34. 
Including the hundreds along the side lines 
about 45,000 people saw the game. Just 


' 43,000 seats were sold at face value of $2 


each by the Yale and 'iarvard maragement. 

At 1:30 the sound of the reveiry, which as 
a riotous accompaniment to the game made 
it one of the most spectacular tn American 
amateur sport, blazed forth in a concert pro- 
gram of Yale songs played by the band 
which came up with the El! cheering section. 
As the Yale crowd was in its seats half an 
hour before the Harvard contingent arrived, 
the Yale band had Malt finished its program 
before the Harvard noise makers turned up. 

By 1:45 20.000 spectators had gathered in 
the romanesque structure, the side lines were 
teeming witn coachea, and the blithe cheer 
leaders were marshaliny their noise yroduc- 
ing sections for complimentary salutes to 
each other. 

The sunbeams, clear as the spot light of the 
stage, glinted off the crimson cf Harvard

American automobile shows being so close- 
at hand—the two New York ones coming in 
January and the Chicago early in February— 
local motorists have watched with considera- 
ble interest the 1906 styles as revealed by 
the Olympia exhibition in England, which 
closed yesterday afternoon—a big affair, 
which attracted 300 exhibitors, fifty of whom 
were France’s largest manufacturers, who 
broke a precedent by showing their new 
mcdels in advance of the Paris salon. 

From mail advices Chicagoans have learned 
that there were few startling novelties shown 
in Engiand, although improvements were 
to be seen on every hand. Four cylinder 
motors are more numerous than ever before, 
and there is a disposition on the part of 
some to even put out six cylinder cars. One 
of the real innovations is the use of ball bear- 
ings at every available point, while the car- 
bureter shows many improvements. 

—_- 

Magneto ignition is apparently proving 
more popular on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic, while the sliding type of gear predomi- 
nates. The vertical water cooled multi-cylin- 
der motor, too, is popular, while pressure 
feed lubrication is found on many of the new 
models. The “ gate '’ system of change speed 
gear has been adopted by some, while an im- 
provement in water pumps fs noted, although 
the natural or thermo-syphon method of cir- 
culation has not been retired by any means. 
The metal to metal clutch is coming into 
popularity, but it is not displacing the leather 
faced type without a struggle. ; 

In the closed carriages there seems to be a 
disposition to place the engine under the 
driver's seat and discard the bonnet and the 
horizontal engine, although few in numbers, 
fis being used to advantage on cars of the 
gasoline landaulet type. Nearly all the big 
touring cars have something new in the way 
of luggage carriers, while there is a tendency 
to enlarge the seating capacity, at least two 
of the cars shown having room for seven pas- 
sengers besides the drivers. 

Among the medium priced cars there is no 
evidence of a reduction In price, the makers 
preferring to give their customers a bigger 
run for their money in the way of more 
power, the majority of the cars shown hav- 
ing more than twelve horse power.

Sanders did not have the mare this year, 
and this may have beep the cause of her fall- 
ure to perform up to expectations. So far 
as Sander#e is concerned there are others, 
Budd Doble, for inetance, that probably 
would do ae well with the mare as he couid, 
but there doe# not seem to be any prospect 
that they will be given a chance to demon- 
e#trate the fact. Mr. Billings’ intentions, sc 
far ae known, are to shape the mare up in the 
spring, and if she locks herself once more, to 
go on with her and try for record breaking 
miles. If ehe does not seem atan edge sho 
probably will be bred to John A. McKerror. 
If this is done the Ohio etallion will have 
the distinction enjoyed by no other horse— 
that of having two world’s champion trotting 
mares mated with him, Nancy Hanks ravi x 
been sent to his court this year.

FANS DISCUSS men GUENTION OF FIRST 
QUEENSBERRY CHAMPION.

Difference of Opinion Over Who Held 
the Heavyweight Title Is Shown, 
but Jim Jeffries Is Given Credit for 
Being the One—History of the Ring 
Gone Over to Show Facts—Coffroth 
Gains Hold Through Re-election of 
Mayor Schmitz,

Judging from the number of letters I re 
ceived during the week the question of who 
is entitled to the honor of being the first si- 
monpure heavyweight champion under the 
Marquis of Queensberry still ie being 
argued. Some supposedly li versed fistic 
writers claim that James J. Corbett, by vir- 
tue of his victory over John L. Sullivan, is 
entitled to the honor, while others are di- 
vided between Fitzsimmons, Sullivan, 
Jeffries. Jeffries, in my opinion, as stated 
in my last article, is the honored one, but 
my opinion, as was anticipated, is questioned 
by some fistic scribes and quite a number of 
fight followers. 

To sift the matter down to an understand- 
able answer to the much argued question, 
it is necessary to go back thirty-five years 
of American pugilism, or to the first decisive 
woria’s heavyweight championship batcie 
fought in this country. This brings us back 
to the Jim Mace-Tom Allen fignt for the 
heavyweight championskip of the world un- 
der Lonaon prize ring rules. The battle took 
Place on May 10, 1870, near New Orleans, 
Mace winning in the tenth round. On Nov. 
80, 1871, Mace and Joe Coburn fought twelve 
rounds to a draw at Bay St. Louis, Miss., 
after which they both retired. 

Their retirement left the world’s champlion- 
ship title open, and ag Allen was the acknow!- 
edged champion of America he and Joe Goss, 
as champion of England, fought for the 
world’s title, Goss winning on afoul. Goo 
then was defeated by Paudy Ryan, who in 
turn was beaten by Jonn L. Sullivan. As 
England was shy on heavyweight champions, 
Sullivan was the acknowledged boss of the 
worid at the London prize ring rule game. 
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John L.'s next championship battle was 
that with Charlie Mitcenell, who represented 
iingiand, and as John failed to win, his title 
depreciated in value to the extent that he 
was considered champion of America only. 
The Sullivan-Mitchell tight was not looked 
upon as a world’s championship afiair, as 
imree months before that fight, or, to be cor- 
rect, on Dece 19, 1587, Jim smith, then cham- 
pion of England, and Juke nilrain fougni Ws 
rounus to @ draw tor whe champimnenip ol 
Engiand, On July 8, 18s¥, Sullivan beat Kal- 
rain for the championsnip otf America. The 
battle took piace at Kicaourg, Miss., John 
winning in the 75th round. Un Lee. 23, ldoy, 
Prank Slavin of Ausiralia met Jim Smitu 
for the championship ot England, and afte: 
beating him vo a trazzie in tweive rounds 
Smith's friends broke into the ring. Slavin, 
however, was conceded to be the better man, 
and was the acknowiedyed champion of Lng- 
land until beaten by Peter Jackson when they 
fought for the championship of LEngiand ana 
Australia four monins beiore Suliivan was 
beaten Dy Corbett at New Orleans, 

Corbett’s victory over the supposedly in- 
vincible Sullivan, as the recoras attest, en- 
tilied him to the honor of attaching 10 nis 
name the Champion of America only, as Jack- 
gon heid the boss honors tor the other coun- 
tries. Corbett simply defended his title 
against Charhbe Miivcnell in their Jackson- 
vilie, Fla., fight, which he ahd the students 
of the game will have to admit, when his 
match with Jackson for the world’s cham- 
pionship, articles for which were signed in 
1894, feil through. 


ae 

Corbett held his title until Nov. 11, 1895. 
when he handed it to Peter Maher after the 
latter had knocked out Corbett’s sparrinsz 
partner, Steve O’Donnell, at Maspeth, L. I.. 
in less than a minute. Maher was then 
matched to fight Fitzsimmons for the cham- 
pionship of America. The battle took place 
in Mexico on Feb. 21, 1896, Bob winning in 
the first round. Then came the much talked 
of fight between Fitzsimmons and Corbett. 
which took place at Carson City, Nev., op 
March 17, 1897, and which Fitzsimmons won 
in the fourteenth round. 

That battle always has been chronicled as 
Fitzsimmons’ first championship victory, but 
the files of the papers of Feb. 22, 1896, show 
that Bob won his first heavyweight cham- 
pionship spurs by defeating Maher in Mexico. 
While Corbett, Fitzsimmons, and Maher were 
deciding between them the championship of 
America, Peter Jackson still was the aoc- 
knowledged champion of England and Aus- 
tralia, and practically held that title until 
defeated by Jim Jeffries at San Francisco 
on March 22, 1898. The fact England or Aus- 
tralia failed to turn out a champion after 
Jackson beat Slavin does not enter into the 
argument and should not change Jeffries’ 
Standing. Besides beating Jackson, Jeff also 
took into camp all of the American cham- 
plons and those who aspired for the ‘title, 
which, in my opinion, gives him the right to 
be honored as the first real world’s heavy- 
weight champion under marquis of Queens- 
berry rules. It might be well to state tha‘ 
when John L. Sullivan, In 1892, challenged 
Corbett, Slavin, and others he took special 
pains to overlook Peter Jackson, the only 
man whom he could have fought for the 
world’s championship. Sullivan, like other 
fighters, drew the color line because it wasa 
tough line to cross.

The reélection of Mayor Schmitz practically 
knocked Aleck Greggains out of the fight 
promoting business in San Francisco and 
made Jim Coffroth the “‘ while thing ’”’ In that 
line on the coast.

DRAFTS THREE EYES SCHEDULE

The right of way is being used for the ille- 
gitimate purpose of creating offenses to the 
nose and the ear. There would be no more 
peace and comfort in Grant park if it were 
in existence today than in a foundry or a roll- 
ing mill. 

In, the primitive days when the Illinois 
Central: ran from Park row to its Randolph 
‘street “depot on trestle work out in the water, 
and when it had one.train for every thirty 
it has” now, it was not a nuisance. Trains 
were not made up on the lake front then, but 
north of Randolph street, where they should 
be made up today. Prior to 1870 Michigan 
avenue north of Park row was the attractive 
front yard of Chicago. It has been per- 
.mitted to beeome the dirty back yard of the 
Illinois Central. 

The Illinois Central is using its right of 
‘way between Randolph street and Park row 
in such a way as to be a_ trespasser 
ohn public and private rights. It is a con- 
tinnous and seemingly irrepressible violator 
of the smoke ordinances. No.ailroad comes 
‘up to it in that respect or annoys and injures 
s0 many persons. If it be ptactically im- 
possible to ryn coal burning engines without 
making dense smoke the road should be com- 
pelled by ordinance-to use electric power 
on a designated portion of its right of way. 
That will put a stop to the smoke and 
cinders. 

The road should be required by ordinance 
to stop the switching of freight trains and 
all switching of passenger trains which is 
not manifestly necessary on its right of way 
between Randolph street and Park row. 
If freight trains must be made up near the 
business district it should be*done north of 
Randoiph street. Lt should be as apparent 
to the railroad officials as it is to the public 
that a strip of land bounded on one side by 
a boulevard and which is to be bounded on 
the uther side by a park cannot be used for 
certain railroad purposes which would be 
legitimate if carried on out on the prairie 
where nobody slept, shopped, or.strolled. 

The noise due to the knocking and hauling 
about of cars while making up trains and 
that occasioned by the efforts of overtaxed 
engines to drag heavy freight trains is aj- 
most incessant during the night and is un- 
endurable. There can be no restful slumber 
for those who live in the hotels or private 
houses north of Park row. 

If all that noise, constituting a nuisance 
_ of intolerable proportions, is inseparable 
' from the ‘Tunning of freight cars north of 
Park row the road should be compelled 
to move its freight houses to some point 
south of that street. If it were con-

If that shall happen it will be a question be- 
tween individuals rather than between par- 
ties, Then the citizen, will not yote for a 
candidate merely because hé is on & party 
ticket. He will look at the records of the 
candidates to discover the ones who are pre- 
eminent for good character, and he will yote 
accordingly. When that shall become the 
practice there will be better government 
everywhere and fewer rascals in high places. 


AMERICAN WOMEN IN EUROPE. 
Mr. Jerome K. Jerome announced “ an 
undisputed fact in a solemn manner ” when 
he proclaimed to the Twentieth Century 
club his recent discovery of the large num- 
ber of American wives and widows in Eu- 
rope, and commented upon it in that pleas- 
antly satirical manner of his. The fact is, 
American women were going to Europe in 
large numbers long before ‘ Mr. Pipp’s con- 
version,” long before even Mr. James dis- 
covered Daisy Miller. More than half a 
century ago Mr, George William Curtis set 
the fashion when he sent the delightful Mrs. 
Potiphar over, though she was accompanied 
by Paul, whe played such havoc with for- 
eign affairs in general and the French lan- 
guage in particular. ‘The American woman 
in Europe, therefore, is not a new discovery 
by Mr. J. K. J. She has been there these 
fifty years, and for many years has gone 
there unconducted for a yariety of réasons. 
The American woman is everywhere in 
Europe and here and there in Asia and 
Africa. She is in courts and castles. Sheis 
in ateliers and conservatories. She is sing- 
ing before emperors and painting royal 
dowagers. She is climbing Alpine peaks and 
trudging through Black forests. She is in 
the hotels, the pensions, and the homes. 
She is copying in the galleries, ransacking 
the libraries, and studying the treasures of 
archreology in Rome and Athens. And she 
is living in Europe, whole colonies of her, 
Mr. Jerome seems to have been principal- 
ly astonished at the large number of wives 
and widows he found in Europe, and at the 
wives because their husbands were not with 
them. Perhaps so far as the wives are con- 
cerned Mr. Jerome is not aware that the 
American wives have arrived, and if the 
American husbands have not arrived so 
much the worse for them. Because they do 
not wish to go to Europe is no reason why 
their wives should net go. Because they 
are deliverdd over unto business, body and 
soul, is no reason why their wives should not 
have some pleasure and see something of the 
world, especially when they have their own 
money and can pay thir own way, and are 
competent to take care of themselves. Mr. 
Jerome seems to assume that all the Ameér- 
ican wives are over there for pleasure or to 
get rid of their husbands. If he had made 
wider inquiries he would have found that 
some are over there for health, some for 
study, some for the education of children. 
as well as some for pleasure, and that the 
colonies of wives-and children he has found 
live there at less expense than they live at 
home. As for widows, if they wish to go 
to Europe and have the money who shall say 
them pay? It is probably true in nearly 
every case that the widow, when she was 
wife, had no opportunity to go and wisely 
avails herself of the first chance. 
Undoubtedly there is a vastly larger num- 
ber of American women in Europe than of 
European women ‘in Ameriéé: and this is 
because American women are not under 
such severe domestic restraints and absurd 
regulations of social proprieties as Buro- 
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| ics seine and countries that it was diffi- 
eult to bring criminals to justice in Dlinois.

‘ Unquestionably trial judge would not

Thoee 
rulings, made.some years ago, allow coungel 
great license in the examination of jurors. 
Pretty much any question they may say they 
consider relevant is permissible. Even 
when the trial judge is certain that counsel 
are wasting time by asking idle questions he 
hesitates to stop them. The judge is afraid 
to let an error into the record which may 
lead to a new trial if a verdict of guilty be 
found. 

There have been many changes on the 


| Supreme court bench since the objectionable 


rulings were made—and there should be 
more. It is possible that the court, as at 
present constituted, will reverse the de- 
structive doctrines of the past in regard to 


| the examination of jurors if given an op- 


portunity to do so. It cannot be that the 
new judges will indorse all the stapid blun- 
ders of their predecessors. 

It would not be-a bad idea for some trial 
judge to give them an opportunity. Let 
some courageous and competent judge cut 
short the foolish questions of the lawyers 
for a defendant and compel them to depelid 
on. their peremptory. challenges to keep imtel- 
ligent men out of the jury box. If the case 
shall go up to the Supreme court, that court 
will have to decide whéther’ there shall be 
any more Gilhooley trials. 

The legislature can do something to im- 
prove procedure in’ criminal cases, but it 
will do nothing. It is averse to law reform 
ef any kind. The Supreme court can, if it 
will, reform the abuses in connection with 
impaneling juries. It is responsible for 
them and showld undo its bad work. : 


MAN’S OPINION AND WOMAN'S. 
/ In an eastern magazine a writer is giving 


> adviee to womankind from a man’s point of 


view. This month he raises the always in- 
teresting question of matrimony. The writer 
offers the girl abont to marfy startling ad- 
vice." “A girl,” he says, “should never 
marry a fellow until she’s got another man’s 
honest opinion of him.” He advises her to 
look at her fiancé through the knowledge 
of another man before taking the final step, 
and tells a tale to demonstrate that a gir] 
will then often see things which before she 
had never suspected. 

Calm reason impels the conviction that in 
many instances action of this kind would 
prevent matrimonial unhappiness. Men 
necessarily know more of the unfavorable 
side of their fellows than do women. Butit 
is hardly probable that any girl, if she sought 
a man’s opinion of her suitor, would drop 
him if the other man assures her that he 
was unworthy. ._Such action means the 
subordination of her own prepossessions to 
the opinions of others, and woman has a 
well defined prejudice against subordinating 
her opinions of men toanything. The young 
girl is not in the habit of seeking advice as 
to a young man’s matrimonial! eligibility un- 
til she has settled that question for herself. 
Then, if she seeks an opinion of him, she 
wants a favorable opinion, and. the more 
favorable it is the better for everybody. If 
the advice given agrees with her own convic- 
tions she will follow it. If it disagrees she 
will disregard it, and probably will forget its 
giver when invitations for the wedding are 
to be issued. : 

The kind of advice about matrimony that 
woman looks upon with favor is the kind 
that confirms her own opinions, In the mat- 
ter of love she is more positive in her opin- 
ions than in any other. Her heart has told 
her whether she*wishes to marry a man long 
before she seeks advice concerning him, and 
all she ‘wants and will heed is confirmation 
and assurance. To give ber disagreeable 
opinions and advice under these circum- 
stances, as an “honest man” would often 
have to do, would serve only torivet herown 
eonclusions and incur her dislike. 

The “honest man” who should express 
an unfavorable opinion of another “ honest 
man” about to marry would have to stand 
trial afterwards for ill-natured tattling, and 
he would never be free from the suspicion of 
prejudice and envy. Then when is the 
“nice girl” to find her second “ honest 
man?” She thinks herself lucky if she can 
find one. Her lot will be hard if she shall 
be required to find two and listen to the 
tales that each may tell about the other. 
If she adopts this expedient she may come 
to the conclusion that there are no honest 
men and that she would best remain an old 
maid. The old way is the best—“ for richer 
for poorer, for better for worse, till death us 
do part.” It is all unreasoning; why at- 
tempt to reason about love and matrimony 
with a woman who has already made up her 
mind?

HYMNS YOU OUGHT TO KNOW | 
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HARVEST HOME. 
BY DEAN HENRY ALFORD. 


{This song might well be called the Thanks: 
giving Hymn” of the English people. It was 
written in 1844 by the Rev. Hetiry Alford, D: D: 
(London, Oct, 7, 1810—Canterbury, Jan. 12, 1871). 
He was then dean of Canterbury cathedral, a post 
which he held until his death. Alford is well 
known, both as a preacher and a writer. His 
“* Greek Testament” was for many years a stand- 
ard work.

The mystery of tne glass eye remains as deep as ever 
and meantime there are those who are mean enough to 
suggest that Dr. Niers is getting a lot of advertising out 
of the story.

A thousand years -before Christ the Chinese trusted to 
the lodestones to guide them across’ the pathless wastes 
of Tartary; four centuries later the Greeks found a form 
of frictional electricity in discovering that rubbed amber 
attracted to itself any light les, and in 1600 A. D. one 
Dr. Gilbert of Colchester, England, supplemented this 
great finding by learning that the ancient phenomena of 
attraction was by no means peculiar to amber, but be- 
longed to many other things when they were rubbed in 
the same way. Dr. Gilbert’s marvelous revelations bore 
fruit in a variety of inventions of primitive électrical 
machines, one of which was destined to momentous events 
in the career of electricity.

Galvani Finds Animal Electricity. 


It was while making a series of experiments with 
this crpde seventeenth century electrical machine that 
Galvani: made his renowned discoveries and disclosures 
regarding animal electricity, During these experiments 
he noticed that the legs of a newly killed frog were con- 
vulsed when placed near the discharge of an electrical 
machine. While some of the erudite have supposed that 
this discovery was a pure accident, and that the frogs 
ha@ been skinned merely to prepare a soup for Mme. 
Galvani, who was an invalid, there are others who argue 
stoutly that it was utterly improbable that frogs ih- 
tended to be used for food should be found in the ex- 
perimental laboratory of a physician. It is more reason- 
able, they submit, to consider that Galvani, who was a 
professor of anatomy, was purposely trying the effect of 
the magical discharges upon a lifeless frog. Be that as 
it may, there is no question that, after having once 
observed the convulsive twitchings, he proceeded further 
with experiments, so that the next chapter in the story 
is perfectly probable. | : 
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Electric Power of Copper Found. 

Having passed a copper skewer through the limbs 
of the frog, Galvani was about to hang these on an iron 
nail, when, as soon as the copper touched the iron, he 
noticed the same strange quiver which he previously 
had noted as due to the discharge of the electrical ma- 
chine. A few further trials and the professor found that 
the phenomena could be repeated at will. Soon he found 
that the best effect was got by touching a nerve in the 
frog's leg with a piece of zinc and then a muscle with a 
piece of copper, and then, as the two free ends of the 
metals were brought together, the convulsions began, 
just as though the little dead legs had come back to life. 

However, this patient professor came wide of the 
mark in his explanations of the wonders revealed to him, 
and decided that the mysterious movements were. due 
to electricity generated in the animal tissue. It‘ was 
another professor of the kingdom of Italy, the celebrated 
Volta, who detected that the electricity was not in the 
animal, but was produced by contact of two metals which 
were also in touch with the moist flesh. This truth he 
instantly proved by building a battery of pieces of dis- 
similar metals.

from Volta to Wireless Age. 


From the days of Volta to the days of wireless teleg- 
raphy may appear to be something of a leap, but the 
Jeap is not into the nineteenth century, but back to the 
gray days of Galileo. The story runs that the discoverer 
was supposed to be an impostor who claimed to have 
unearthed, or, rather, unwired, the great secret 300 
years ago, and that hh was exposed by no less a person- 
age than the great Galileo. 

The inventor was in possession of two ordinary mag- 
netic needles, which were pivoted on dials and surrounded 
by the letters of the alphabet. He avowed that all he 
had to do was to point one of the needles at a particular 
letter, and the other needle, no matter how far off it 
were, would point In sympathy to the corresponding letter 
in its owm dial. Galileo asked him to set his instruments 
at work across a room, but he refused, saying that they 
could not influence each other except when separated by 
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Electricity Excel Magic. 


a great distance. The Italian astronomer then s 


that one of the instruments should be left with himself, 
and that the inventor should take the other wherever 
he pleased; but this test was found equally inconven- 
ient, and wireless telegraphy died instantly as an ab- 
surdity at the hands of the great, blinded Galileo—only, 
however, to reincarnate gloriously in the twentieth cent- 
ury, after 300 years in some electrical heaven world.

Houdin Uses Electro-Magnetism. 


From Galileo to electrical stage trappings is not so 
vast a chasm, either, as may vaingloriously be supposed 
by the electrified twentieth century. Robert Houdin, the 
French wizard and conjuror, used electro-magnetic ap- 
paratus in 1845, when electricity is imagined scarcely to 
have been born, to produce some of his enchantments 
in the Paris playhouses; and some twenty-five years ago 
he withdrew into a veritable palace of electrical mag- 
nificence, which would have adorned a Jules Verne tale 
or a modern Utopia with its splendors of invention. At 
this extraordinary home ‘in the village of St. Gervais 
the visitor, presenting himself before the door, used to 
see on the left a gilt plate bearing the name of Robert 
Houdin. Below this was a gilt knocker. The guest raised 
this according to his fancy, and, no matter how feeble 
the blow, a delicately tuned chime of bells, sounding 
through the mansion, announced his presence. When the 
attendant touched a button placed in the hall the chime 
ceased, the bolt at the entrance was thrown back, and 
the name of Robert Houdin vanished from the door, in 
its place appearing the word “ Entrez,"’ in white enamel. 
The visitor pushed open the door and entered; it closed 
with a spring behind him, and he could not depart without 
leave. ‘‘My electric doorkeeper,”’ Houdin used to say, 
with fervor, “leaves me nothing to be desired. His serv- 
ice is most exact; his fidelity is thoroughly proved; his 
discretion is unequaled, and, as to his salary, I doubt 
the possibility of obtaining an equal service for a smaller 
remuneration.’’

Eccentricities of Electrical Management. 


Many other eccentricities of electrical management 
were intrusted to the magical doorkeeper, among these 
the stables. Houdin had a favorite mare, to which he 
was much attached, and the food, for this horse was 
automatically placed in its trough ‘thrice daily, the ap- 
paratus being controlled by a clock in the study. The 
reason for this arrangement seems to have been that the 
conjuror had found the mare underfed by the former 
ostler, who converted as much food as possible into hard 
cash for his own behoof.

But even imaginative Robert Houdin, perhaps, did 
not dream of the present day magnificence of electrical 
hirelings, nor of the coming day when, as an electrical 
sage foretells, “‘In using the telephone we need not be 
surprised if, when calling up a friend, without the aid 
of exchange operators, we hear our friend’s voice reply 
that he has ‘gone out, and does not expect to be back 
until late in the evening, but begs us, if it is any message 
that can be left for him, just to speak it into this auto- 
matic machine which is at present speaking, and it will 
deliver the message tp its master on his return homie,”’ 

One of the most superb, if legs spectacular, services 
which men expect of the wonderful hireling today is like 
unto that of Puck, who said he would put a girdle around 
the world. | 

The direct unification of the far east and the far west 
is now an accomplished fact.

His law is that the blondness of a European native 
is proportioned to the cloudiness of its country, and his 
map of Europe is a chart of human complexions. This

This law, he says, undoubtedly explains in part’ at 

least the phenomenon of increasing blondness in moun- 
tains as compared with surrounding plains. The moun- 
tains are notoriously more cloudy, foggy, atid rainy, and 
have less sunshine than the plains as & rule, excepting 
such plateaus as Tibet. When the sun does shine there 
is protection of trees, late sunrise, and early sunset in 
the valleys. ep ' 
‘ The blond Aryan type must have flowed south and 
asserted its supremacy early, for all tradition from pre- 
history shows the aristocracy and royalty to be of this 
type, even in lands densely brunette. 

Most of Poland’s great men, such as Kosciusko, have 
been of this type,-but the mass of Poles are too inert 
for Aryan independencies. Louis Kossuth, the Hun- 
garian patriot, was a blue eyed Aryan of the ruling 4risto- 
erats; his father was a blue eyed Aryan of the ruling 
aristocrats.

But Dr. Woodruff believes that the first: men were 


undoubtedly brufiettes, from whom blondness has grad- 
ually evolved with the acquirement of their higher char- 
acters. This brunetteness, he points out, is still retained 
occasionally as a vestigial feature, even until some 
months after birth, “for it is the commonest occurrence 
to find that babies when born have black hair, which 
subsequently becomes flaxen.’’ There is also the oppo- 
site tendency, perhaps not noted by Dr. Woodruff, for 
blond children to develop into brunettes, 

The evolution of blondness he terms a matter of thou- 
sands of years, and regards ten thousand years as 4 rea- 
sonable time for the evolution of blondfess from the 
original Buropean brunetteness. “Indeed, it may have 
taken much longer, and it would not be a great blunder 
to place at 20,000 B. C. the orfginal causes which forced 
into the bleak north the ancestors of the future Aryans or 
blondes. The Asiatic broadheads who invaded Europe 
about 10,000 B. C., whose descendants we call the Alpine 
type, have evolved, by natural selection, a wonderfully 
light skin, but not. blondness by any means. Though 
they have had these millenniums for this selection, they 
have not had the right conditions for the evolution of 
blondness.’’ 

The innumerable mixed types are hybrid forms with- 
out relation to environment. While light hair and dark 
eyes are rare, the combination of dark hair with light 
éyes is common, particularly among the Irish andthe 
Alpine race of central Europe. One type of these, the 
white skin like a blonde’s, and dark or black hair and 
heavily colored iris and retina, is also common in Amer- 
joan cities. This Dr. Woodruff deems derivative from 
both eastern and western types, and doubtless a late 
evolution.in migrated forms, though not a crossment, be- 
cause in youth these types often have either yellow or 


jet black hair. 
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Sallow Type Found in Cities. 

While this type is well adapted to city life, it is not 
so well adapted as the sallow or swarthy. It is stated 
that brunettes are at a distinct advantage in urban life, 
since cities are almost’ universally more brunette than 
the surrounding countries. Is this because there is more 
light tn the cities than in the forest homes of blondes, 
making brunettes necessary, or is it also because city folk 
are not outdoor workers as a rule, but confined to warm 
tiouses, where blondness is no advantage as to warmth, 
as they are warm enough already? City life is more like 
Mediterranean life, warm and light. Perhaps the intense 
summer heat and light of cities is the real reason for 
the relative unfitness of blondes and the hetter fitness of 
brunettes. The brunette Asiatic Jew flourishes in New 
York City. 

“Any one living in a city can convince himself of 
the unfversal law that the cities are more brunette than 
the surrounding country. Even in Maryland, which is of 
the latitude of southern Spain and Italy, blond families 
still survive in the country to' a degree not found in 
Baltimore or Washington. If one tukes a summer walk 
in the green fields and green woods, notices the amount 
of refiected light, and then compares it with the light 
reflected from the houses and streets of this city, he can 
well understand why the blonde is better off in the coun- 
try and survives much longer. Nevertheless, there is too 
much light there also, and my observations show that 
the country blondes are suffering so much more than 
the city brunettes that their eventual disappearance is a 


safe prophecy.”’ 
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Red Hair a Blond Compromise. 

The red haired or rufous type of man is called a prow- 
able adjustment through natural selecting of extremely 
light blondes with flaxen yellow hair who have migrated 
from a dark country to a lighter, or who have been sub- 
jected to a change in climate which brought in more 
light, perhaps by clearer skies or the destruction of thick 
forests. ‘‘ Americans are such a mixture of all types, 
European and Asiatic, that we find quite a large num- 
ber of these rufous types or reversions in families where 
the red ancestor was forgotten.’ This type is quoted as 
chosen in the early centuries for pictures of the Christ. 

If brunettes‘live in cities, blondes Iive on the waters. 
«ne brunette is a landlubber. The blonde is now and 
always has been the.~best sailor. ‘‘He takes to water 
like a duck, even after several generations have lived on 
land. He is the yachtsman of the world, the boat build- 
er, and rules the sea. For centuries .the Mediterranean 
man has been building fleets for the Baltic man’s 
pleasure to destroy.’’ Moreover, ffavelick Ellis’ studies 
in the National Portrait gallery lead him to suppose that 
England’s power rests in great part on her blond sons. 
He says that the small group of prominent people spring- 
ing from the working classes is among the darkest of 
the group. He says it is clear that a high index of 
blondness or an excess of fairness prevails among the 
men of restless and ambitious temperament, the sanguine, 
energetic men, the men who easily dominate their fel- 
lows, and who get on in life: the men who recruit the 
aristocracy, and who doubtless largely fo the plutoc- 
racy. It is significant, he further notes, that the group 
of low class men, artisans, peasants, and the men of re- 
ligion, whose mission in life is to practice and preach 
resignation to a higher will, are both notably dark. While 
the men of action tend to be fair, the men of thought 
show some tendency to be dark.

Blonde Symbol of Aristocracy. 


In the royal family Mr. Ellis found an early tendency 
toward fairness, but by later Tudor times there was a 
tendency toward darkness, while the light mixed type of 
eye, usually blue-yellow,-has remained persistent. It is 
from the fair elements he observes that the aristocracy 
is chiefly recruited, although in the course of a few gen- 
erations there is a tendency to brunetteness in these fam- 
ilies, probably from the tendency of the blond men to 
marry brunette women. 

The biondes, nevertheless, despite their prowess and 
power, are a vanishing race, as Maj. Woodruff’s argu- 
ments and authorities indicate. He finds that Great Brit- 
ain’'s brunettes are absorbing the blondes, that the blond 
type is less resistant, and that there are fewer instances 
of long life among them than among the brunettes. They 
form an undue proportion of England’s invalids and are 
prone to certain mortal: maladies which are withstood by 
the brunettes.

Hatha 
Yoga includes a.complete control of the physical body, so 
that all the muscles, both voluntary and involuntary, are 
brought into subjection to the will.

Many of fis practices are 
found in Delsarte and other teachers. Some of the simpler 
lessons are most useful; for instance, for headache it is a 
good thing to drink cold water through the nose as soon 
as one rises; the whole day the brain will feel comfortable 
and cool and one never catches cold. It is easy to do— 
put the nose in the water and make a pump action in the 
throat. There is not one muscle in the body over which 
entire and perfect empire may not be established. The 
heart may be made to stop at will and every other part of 
the physique to do one’s bidding. The result is magnifi- 
cent physical health. The Hatha Yogi lives long; he is 
quite young and fresh when 160, without one hair turning 
gray. But that is all. The banyan tree lives sometimes 
5,000 years, but it is @® banyan tree and* nothing more. 
The long living man is merely a healthy animal. 
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Raja Yoga Frees the Soul. 


Raja Yoga, in contradistinction to this, aspires to lib- 
erate the higher faculties of the mind, to free the soul. 
Swami Vivekananda, an expert in this amazing science, 
discovered and formulated it over 4,000 years ago, and 
ever since preached in India, terms it the science of relig- 
ion, the rationale of all worship, all prayers, forms, cere- 
monies, and miracles. According. to Raja Yoga all the 
external world is but the gross form of the internal or 
subtle. The finer is always the cause and the grosser the 
effect. So the external world is the effect and the interna] 
the cause. In the same way external forces are simply 
the grosser parts, of which the internal forees are the 
finer. One who has learned how to manipulate the in- 
ternal forces will get the whole of nature under his con- 
trol.

As each science has its own method, so in Raja 
Yoga. Certain regulations as to food are n« cessary. 
‘We must use that food which brings us the purest 
mind,’’ says the Swami Vivekananda. “ Those who want 
to make rapid progress, if they can live on milk alone for 
some months will find it a great advantage. But for those 
who want only a little practice for every day business 
sort of Hfe, let them not eat too much, but otherwise 
tnaey may eat whatever they please. For those who want 
to make faster progress a strict diet is absolutely neces- 
sary. As the organization becomes finer and finer. at 
first you will find that the least thing throws you out 
of balance. One bit of food more or less will disturb the 
whole system until you get perfect control, and then you 
will be able to eat whatever you like.”

Eight Mystic Steps to Perfection. 

Raja Yoga is divided into eight steps. The first is 
Yama, including nonkilling, truthfulness, nonstealing, con- 
tinence, and nonrecetving of gifts. Next is Niyama, includ- 
ing cleanliness, contentment, mortification, study and self- 
surrender to God. Then comes Asana, or posture; Pratya- 
hara, or making tae mind introspective; Dharana, or con- 
centration, Dyhana, or meditation; and Samadhi, or super- 


‘consciousness. The Yama and Niyama are moral train- 


ings. Without these as the basis no practice of Yoga will 
succeed, says the Swami. As these practices become es- 
tablished the Yogi will begin to realize the fruits of his 
practice; without these it never will bear fruit. A Yogi 
must not think of injuring any one through thought, 
word, or deed, and this applies not only to man but to all 
animals. 

The next step is posture, a series of exercises, physical 
and mental, to be gone through every day until certain 
higher states are reached. Nerve currents will have to 
be displaced and given a new channel. New sorts of vi- 
brations will begin; the whole constitution will have to 
be remodeled, is it were. But the main part of the action 
lies along the spinal column, so that the one thing neces- 
sary for the posture is to hold the spinal column free, 
sitting erect, holding the taree parts, the chest, neck, and 
head, in a straight line. Let the whole weight of the body 
be supported by the ribs, and then you have an easy, 
natural posture, with the spine straight. 

‘‘ You must practice at least twice every day,” says the 
Swami. ‘“ The early morning and the early evening are 
the two points of calmness. Your body will have a like 
tendency to become calm at those times. Make it a rule 
not to eat until you have practiced. If you do this the 
sheer force of hunger will break your laziness. In India 
they teach children never to eat until they have practiced 
and worshiped, and it becomes natural for themafter a 
time. A boy will not feel hungry until after he has bathed 
and practiced.

Pray for Knowledge and Light. 

Those who cannot have a room set apart can practice 
where they like; sit in a straight posture, and the first 
thing to do is to send a current of holy thought to all 
creation; mentally repeat, “‘ Let all beings be happy; let 
all beings be peaceful; let all beings be blissful.” The next 
thing is to think of your own body and see that it is 
strong and healthy;; it is the best instrument you have. 
Throw away all weakness; tell your body that it is strong: 
tell your mind that it is strong, and have unbounded faith 
and hope in yourself.” 

The next step is Pranayama, or the control of prana or 
vital force. The first step in this is the control of the 
motion of the lungs. The first lesson in this is just @ 
breathe in the measured way, In and out. That will Dar 
monize the system. From this, more and more elaborate 
exércises are gradually introduced. The first effect of the 
practice will be that the face will change; harsh limes 
disappear; with this calm thought calmness will come 
over the face. Next beautiful voice wilt come, These 
signs will come after a few months’ practice. 

The next step is called Pratyahara, which means gath- 
ering towards, checking the outgoing powers of the mind, 


freeing it from the thralldom of the senses. This means . 


a long step toward freedom, and until it has been taken 
the Yogi considers the man a mere machine. The first 
lesson is to sit for some time and let the mind run Oo. 
“Each day,” Vivekananda, the expert, declares, “ you 
will find the mind’s vagaries becoming less and less vi0- 
lent; that each day it is becoming calmer. In the first 
few months you will find that the mind has a thousand 
thoughts; later on you will find it has toned down to per- 
haps seven hundred, and after a few more months it will 
have fewer and fewer, until at last it will be under perfect 
control. It is a long work, not to be done in a day.” 
After practicing Pratyahara for a time the student 
works at Dharana, holding the mind to certain potnts. 
[Imagine a lotus in the heart: that lotus is full of light, 
effulgent light. Put the mind there. |

Lead Into Superconscious State. 


The next steps lead into the superconscious state, which 
is to be reached scientifically, slowly, by regular practice. 
When the mind, has been trained to remain fixed on a Céf- 
tain internal or external location there comes to it the 
power of flowing in an unbroken current toward “that 
point. This state is called Dyhana, meditation. This ffied- 
itative state, the Swami says, is the highest state of ex- 
istence. The animal has the happiness in the senses, the 
man in his intellect, and the God in spiritual contempla- 
tion. It is only to the soul that has attained to this con- 
templative state that the world has become really beautl- 
ful, 

When this power of Dyhana has been so much intensi- 
fied as to be able to reject the external part of perception 
and remain meditating only on the internal part, the mean- 
ing, that state is called Samadhi, the supercoenscious state, 
and when the mind reaches that higher state then the 
knowledge beyond reasoning comes to him, metaphysical 
knowledge, beyond all physical knowledge, transcendental 
knowledge.

The possession of $800 in addition should 
establish him in a mercantile line out of 
which millions a year have been earried by 
just such novitiates in the world of mercan- 
tile business. The up to date jobbing house in 
his lines will assist him in finding the loca- 
tion for his store; it will prepare the outline 
of a stock suitable to the community in which 
the venture is to be made; he will be coached 
in the foundation principles of business, and 
if the man is all that the credit man of the 
house desires as a risk, the jobber will credit 
$200 to $300 worth of goods to the adventurer 
into business,

Department Store in Miniature. 

The 5 and 10 cent store is’ a depart- 
ment store in little, from which the depdart- 
ment store of today was evolved. In‘ its 
experimental stages this prototype of the de- 
partment store existed when the possibili- 
ties of the penny were not to be guessed at. 
The daily newspaper sold for a nickel, and 
when three boxes of sulphur matches sold 
for a dime it was a bargain to be spoken 
of as the purchaser walked home with them. 
Then the question was, What are the things 
that we can sell for 10 cents? Now it might 
be asked of the small necessities of the house- 
hold, What can’t we sell for.a dime? 

When the man with the necessary $800 has 
fixed upon a location for his business the 
population of. the town or of the city neigh- 
borhood will have been considered and can- 
vagssed. The 5 and 10 cent store, ~.has 
its population limits. At the least 12,000 


population in a town will be necessary to an. 


exclusive business in 5 and 10 cent goods, but 


in a town of 8,000, for instance, the 6 and 10. 
cent counters in a variety store, with other 


goods marked to a 60 cent or $1 limit, still 
can be run for all they are worth. Asa 
proposition for the novice, however, the 5 
and 10 cent lines are better from all pdinte 
of view, and for these reasons the beginner 
in merchandising should attempt to find the 
field for a store confining itself to these small 


lines.

Window Display Is Important. 


These are the goods of all others which sell: 


themselves largely by attracting first the at- 
tention of the purchaser.

Stock Is Simplicity Itself. 

The young man venturing into the small 
56 and 10 cent lines may have things all his 
own way if only he is competent in dealing 
with human nature and resourceful) in-his 
business schemes. His stock is simplicity 
itself: Most of his 10 cent goods will have 
cost him from 48 to 72 cents a dozen; his 5 
cent lines will have cost him from 20 to 36 
cents a dozen, delivered at his door. He will 
haye an almost unlimited freedom in thé se- 
lection of the goods he shallsell. His grocer 
friend next door will have to carry large 
linés of sugar, flour, soap, and the like, upon 
which he has virtually no profit at all; the 
notion man may throw out a novelty line at 
any time it is not paying and substitute 
something else that will pay. The customer 
who could not buy the profitless sugar from 
the grocer would be incensed at the grocer’s 
being “out’’;. the same customer in the 
10 cent store probably finds something else 
for the nickel or the dime. 

The advantages to be summed up for the in- 
vestor in the 5 and 10 cent lines appeal espe- 
cially strong to the uninitiated young man 
who may want to start out for himself ina 
new business without having had a previous 
training. The store of this kind is at once 
an all season store, knowing neither winter 
nor.summer as affecting stocks. If the store 
site is chosen with reference to its accessi- 
bility for women and children, a good plate 
glass front ior the window displays will cover 
a multitude of shortcomings in the price of 
interior fixtures and decorations. Tables, 
counters, shelves, and decorations may be 
had at lowest figures, and yet serve every 
purpose of display if only good taste, neat- 
ness, and judgment are exercised by the 
storekeeper. The stock of the average suc- 


‘cessful § and 10 cent store should be turned 


from six to twelve times a year, as against 
the possible twice turning of a hardware 
stock, and in the turning of. these goods the 
merchant has an eye always for the “* sell- 
ers "’—for the stuff that does not Ile long on 
counters, gathering dust. To prevent dust 
gathering, too, the plain, cash figures on each 
individual article is essential. 


* » 
What Was Done with $1,500. 

As an example showing what may be done 
with a stock of 5 and 10 cent goods in a town 
of average possibilities the experience of a 
live young man in such a field under such 
circumstances may be given. This man had 
no experience as a merchant, but he haé@ 
common sense, and his store was equipped 
and stocked on a common sense basis. His 
$1,500 investment was apportioned in stock 
as follows:

Before the opening of the store he had done 
some effective advertising, and the first day’s 
Sales were $150. For the first week the sales 
were $350. Then came a lull in business, until 
finally the new house struck its gait of $200 
a week, with Saturday's sales representing 
$50 to $75 of this. 


Wage Expense Always Low. 

In the first year the man did the work him- 
self, opening the store and sweeping, dusting, 
and cleaning windows, with only two girl 
clerks at $8 a week euch. On Saturdays he 
hired one or two other girls for the day, and 
in the holiday season they were engaged for 
longer time. The man was married and he 
took $12 a week out of the store for his living 
expenses. Every cent above that was left 
in the business for reinvestment. 

For the first year his books showed sales of 
$10,000. Aside from his household, the ex- 
penditures in behalf of the business showed:

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per cent of the $10,000 gales for that first 
year’s business. The gross profits on the 
sales were 30 per cent and when the mer- 
chant had drawn his $12 a week for family ex- 
penses he had. almost $1,000 clear profit to 
turn into the business for the second year. 
That next year the sales ran $15,000, with 
only 12 per cent expenses subtracted for run- 
ning expenses, leaving $2,700 as the owner’s 
profit for the year. From this nucleus this 
man’s business has grown into a full de- 
partment store and ft is a money maker. 


” * 
Made a Go with Only $400. 

How a man with $400 capital “made a 
go’ of the 6 and 10 cent store in a new 
town is typical. He had a storeroom 20x50 
feet, for which he paid $25 a month. His 
stock was of the bulky type, made up of 
Slassware, crockery, hardware, tinware, 
woodenware, and dry goods notions, all 
so well displayed that visiting drum- 
mers would estimate the showing at 
$1,000 at least. He was a . bachelor, 
and he partitioned off a room for himself at 
the back of the store. He knew he had a 
hard row to hoe and he began by allowing 
himself Just $5 a week for his personal ex- 
penses, and, more than that, he kept within 
that limitation. His sales were $10 to $20a 
day, and, working hard, he managed to be 
his own salesman, janitor, and general utlity 
man. An occasional handbill was the extent 
of his advertising. Under these conditions 
he sold $4,000 worth of goods that first year, 
with expenses as follows:

With 
this capital of $1,000 
In a bigger 
stock, hired a clerk, 
did more advertising, 
and finally drove him- 
self from his back 
room lodging into a 
good boarding place. 
He sold $9,000 worth 
of goods that second 
year, clearing $1,200 
over all expenditures. 
Today he has a store 
of many departments, 
any one of which has 
a stock several times 
greater than his first

NOWING exactly what you want, and 
making up your mind exactly how 
much you can afford to pay for it 
is one of the best roads to success 
in this country. Careless spending of 
money, lack of thought in paying for even 
the smallest things, eats up a salary or an 
income quicker than anything else. 

If one says to oneself, “I must have a 
new coat of a certain cut, a certain cloth, and 
at a certain price,’”’ he comes near getting 
it.

Cry for Male Teachers 


Goes Up from Country. 


By Swing Ricker. 


HE ery for the “old school master,” 
whose vigorous and wholesome per- 
sonality was such an important factor 
in the development of the man of to- 
day, is again raised by educators all 

over the country. In the predominance of 
women teachers fn the public schools a grave 
peril to American Hfe is seen to lurk—the 
danger of the effe eminization of the man of to- 
morrow. In none of the larger cities is the 
danger more apparent than in Chicago, where 
the proportion of women to men is as ten to 
one. In the masculine unét are included all 
the: men principals and all the malé instruc- 
tors in the public high schools, all the 
teachers of physical culture and manual arts, 
crafts, and trades. In the elementary schools, 
attended by 271,000 of the total of 282,000 chil- 
dren enrolled in the common schools, 99 per 
cent of the teachers are women.

Boys See No Men. 


‘This preponderance of women teachers 


“means that from morning until night only 


one boy in every one hundred comes in con- 
tact with masculine influence. In the vast 
majority of cases the father of the public 
schoolboy has taken his: dinner pail and 
started to his workbench before the lad has 
stirred in his bed. From 9 o’clock in the 
morning until 12 noon the schoolboy is 
under the influence of a woman teacher 
from the noon hour until he trudges back to 
school for the afternoon session he is at 
home eating his lunch with his mother; from 
1:30 p. m. to 3:30 p. m. again he is under 
feminine influence in the school room. If 
he is in one of the upper grades the girls in 
his room outnumber th® boys, two or three 
to one. After school, hours he plays with 
the boys, if he has any of the ** young Amer- 
ica *’\in him. Then comes dinnertime... Dur- 
ing the short space of time that he devotes 
to the satisfaction of his hunger this boy 
of today and man of tomorrow sees his 
father. In some homes the companionship 
between father and son finds a natural out- 
pour after the evening meal; in most homes 
the boy goes to his books or to the street, 
and the father, his way—the boy is without 
masculine influence twenty-three hours out 
of twenty-four. It is for this reason that 
educators again are asking the question: 
“Will the preponderance of women teach- 
ers result In the effeminization of the boy?’

Nearly ten years ago this quéstion was 
askedin Chicago. For three years thereafter 
the cry for more men teachers was heard 
constantly. At that time Albert G. Lane, 
then superintendent of the Chicago public 
scheols, quoted figures in his annual report 
to show that the percentage of male pupils 
in the high schools had fallen to 26 per cent. 
He assigned as a cause for the decrease the 
increased proportion of women teachers. 
During that period Daniel R, Cameron in 
his report as president of the school board 
declared: 


“The influence exerted on the minds and. 


hearts of children by men and women teach- 
ers may be equal in degree, but certainly is 
not of the same kind, hence the schools need 
both in-more equal ratio than at present. 
Children instinctively recognize the differ- 
ence in the sex influence, and respond to It 
accordingly. I do not question that our 
schools are today suffering from a lack of 
men in our teaching force.”’ 


* %* 
Question Frequently Raised. 

In the fall of 1897 the Harrison educational 
commission was formed by Mayor Harrison. 
In its report, published in January of the 
following year, the commission urged that 
“all suitable means be used to put a 
larger proportion of men teachers in the 
higher grades of the elementary schools, as 
positions therein should become vacant. 1\ 
urged, further, that if it should be found 
necessary to the securing of this end, higher 
salaries be provided for men than for 
women in these grader,’’ 

This report aroused the teachers. The bill 
appended to the report. was Rilled by the 
teachers’ union before it could be presen 
to the legislature at Springfield. 

Since that time the cry for more men 
teachers has not been heard much. But 
steadily since, the proportion of men teach- 
ers in the grades has decréased. Last yea? 
Supt. Cooley revived the cry. Today it is 
being heard again all over the country. Itis 
peing raised once more In Chicago. Those in 
eontrol of the school machinery believe there 
are periods in the school life of a boy when 
he needs contact with the rugged and force- 
ful personality of men who have arrived at 
the maturity of their powers. They hold 


there is no reason why this contact should © 


be reserved for the high schoo: or the col- 
lege. Those boys most in need of the mas- 
culine influence, they say, often dc not reach 
the high schools, and never enter the col- 
leges.

Business Takes Men Away. 
The old time schoolmaster who was in the 


' profession. out of love for it does not exist 
, today. Seine has smothered him. 
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This accounts for the rapid decrease in the 
number of men teachers on the pay roll of 
the Chicago board of education. 

During the last two years the Chicago 
schools have lost some of the best men teach- 
ers they ever have had. A half dozen of these 
men went to New Yerk and Boston, where 
they received much larger salaries for the 
Same amount of work. In these cities the 
male and female teachers work under dif- 
ferent salary scales. The average salary for 
men in Boston is $2,182. The highest salary 
paid to any teacher in the elementary schools 
of Chicago is $1,000—a difference of $1,182 a 
year, or 118 per cent. 

Other men teachers left the Chicago schools 
to devote themselves to the practice of law, 
having read law evenings during their term 
of service as public school instructors. One 
man left the system to become a stenogra- 
pher. He could make more money hammer- 
ing the keys of a typewriter than training 
young Americans for - responsibilities of 
citizenship. 

Teachers no longer are born—they are 
made. A good teacher represents years of 
technical training. Men cannot be induced 
to enter the normal school and devote three 
years to the development of an earning ca- 
pacity of $1,000 a year. . 

° x * 
Women Leave Also. 

On the other hand, the Chicago schools in 
the last few years have lost many of their 
most efficient women teachers. They have 
gone into other fields of work—more profita- 
ble fields. They have taken up law and médi- 
cine; they have gone into private schools; 
they have become stenographers; they have 
found a hundred-and one pursuits more re- 
munerative than school teaching, and they 
have grasped at the opportunity to marry. 
Some who have been offered inducements to 
leave the profession remain because it gives 
them a better social position than stenog- 
raphy or millinery. They make the sacrifice 
of the dollars. This class is the exception. 
Good teachers, male and female, constantly 
are leaving the service because Chicago will 
not pay for the education of its children, 
The fault does not lie with the board of edu- 
cation. The school board gladly would pay 
the teachers good wages, as good as Boston 
or New York pay, ifit had the money. The 
fault igs with the apathetic taxpayer. The 
school revenues are not great enough-to per- 
mit, of a general increase in pay. The great 
problem confronting the board of education 
is: **‘How can we get good teachers for 
nothing?’

The average salary pald to the 4,545 teach- 
ers in the elementary schools is shown to be 
$812.38. On the salary rolls for June, 19064, 
there were the names of seventeen elemen- 
tary teachers who receive $75 a year extra as 
head teachers of branch schools; about 100 
who are paid $50 a year extra as teachers of 
German or Latin, and about the same number 
of eighth grade teachers, not head assistants, 
whose salaries are $25 a year more than the 
schedule. When the total amount of this 
extra compensation is deducted from the 
total salaries of elementary teachers, the 
average is found to be about 811 for teachers 
of the grades in the elementary schools, not 
counting head assistants. The average sal- 
ary of all classes of teachers in elementary 
schools, not including principals, is $832.75.

Commercial Work Enticing. 

When a good woman stenographer makes 
as much a year as the average school 
teacher and more than half the school teach- 
ers it is not considered remarkable that 
many women abandon the arduous duties of 
the school teacher for the less arduous 
work of the world outside of the school. It 
is considered less remarkable that the board 
is unable to increase the proportion of men 
and reduce to a minimum what educators 
term “the danger of effeminization.”’

mHERE are not enough suitable ey ae 
in the United States to supply the 100,- 
000,000 new wooden cross ties needed by 
our railroads every year. 

The demand for posts, poles, ties, 
woodpulp—even kindling wood—is steadily 
increasing. These are commodities which 
have risen in prices in the last few years 
through the disappearance of our natural 
forests and a consequent lack of supply for 
the growing demand. Efforts have been 
made to substitute metal for these things, 
without success. Wood only will answer the 
purpose. 

The railroads of the United States require 
620,000,000 wooden crossties. The 100,000,000 
new ones that must be supplied every year 
mean that annually 200,000 acres of thickly 
wooded ground must be stripped for this pur- 
pose. Some of the railroads have started 
“ tie farms ’’ tosupply the yearly demand for 
new ties, These are but drops in the bucket, 
however. . The supply will meet the demand 
only when every farmer and every land own- 
er in the country will see it to hisadvantage 
to raise suitable timber for such purposes, 

* * 
Va'ue of Timber Land Grows. 

The need of timber grows with our indus- 
trial progress. 

The time is past when a taveiur will look 
upon 2a piece of timberland as a trouble to 
him, fit only for the stoves, with a grand 
stump drawing procees to be dreaded when 
all the trees are cut down. Instead of turn- 


ing his entire farm into grain, for instance, 


= will hereafter see it to his profit to reserve 

a part of his land for a tree farm. He will 
raise trees, in short, for commercial pur- 
poses. 

The wise young man of today who has a 
small sum. of cash to invest, or a piece of 
seemingly worthless land on his hands, can 
with little trouble place himself in a position 
where in a few years he may begin to draw 
an income as safe as, if not safer than, one 
derived from United States gold bonds. ° 

Recently a number of Michigan young men 
organized themselves into a stock company 
for the purpose of conducting a “ post farm.” 
They have bought forty acres of Michigan 
land hitherto considered worthless and have 
planted it with locust*seedlings. The land 


was formerly overgrown with a poor quality’. 


of pine and other soft woods. These had 
been cut down and a second growth is spring- 
ing up. The locust seedlings were planted in 
among the second growth. 

The seedjings cost almost nothing. This 
land useless for agricultural purposes, was 
sold to them for $1.50anacre. Ina few years 
the cutting may begin, after which a secure 
income may be depended upon for an infinite 
number of years. 

There are many worn out farms in the coun- 
try, many “thin” lands, and spots where 
the soil is not rich enough to yield agricul- 
tural returns. These lands may be had any- 
where from $1.50 to $5 per acre. Forestry 
statisticians agree that a minimum of one 
cord per acre can be grown on the thinnest 
of these lands at a minimum net profit of 
$1 per acre—even if the wood is good for noth- 
ing more than fuel. Farmers and men in 
touch with forestry investigations are be- 
ginning to realize that a “tree farm” is 
among the best paying and least costly enter- 
prises in the country. ‘ 

* * 
Locust Best for Post Farm. 

The black locust is recommended for a 
“post farm.” It grows rapidly in most of 
our temperate latitudes and is quite inex- 
pensive to plant. the seeds and seedlings 
being decidedly cheap. The trees will grow 
into good post timber in.twelve years, They 


' May be planted eight by eight feet and will 


occupy the land 1,700 to the acre. . 

A ‘‘post farm” requires little attention 
and is like “money found” at the end of 
the first growing period. It world bé well 
to plant new seedlings in new acreageveach 
year, thus working gradually into a large 
plantation, while the trees that are cut.will 
readily sprout into a new growth. Sich a 
farm can be arranged so that a crop ef posts 
can be harvested every year. It will always 
be a paying investment, for posts are every- 
where a needed commodity at prices as staple 
as wheat. ) 

Rallroad ties will continue to command a 
good price in the market. Fora “ tie farm ”’ 
the catalpa is an excellent tree. In the mid- 
dle west and south railroad companies arte 
setting out large tracts with catalpa trees. 
In the east the yellow locust has been found

In the 
making of clothes wages were seldom paid 
to the working people. The fortnightly pay- 
ments usually came in groceries, coal, and 
orders on which the manufacturer had his 
percentage. The only two things that were 
plentiful were ideas and plans. 

Wanamaker was the first merchant to 
make sweeping reforms; hesaid: “ Weshall 
give cash payment to workpeople on the com- 
pletion of their work, and we shall‘shorten 
their hours. We shall not have two prices— 
only one—and lastly we are wiiling to take 
back anything sold and return the money.” 

He and the other retailers who adopted 
these new ideas said, “ Our times demand 
higher business standards. In the planning 
and systematizing of our business we shall 
aim to do things better than they have ever 
been done. We shall try to eliminate error; 
work to please as well as to market our 
wares. We shall give the best goods at the 


lowest prices possible.”

Steam from the boilers is carried through 
an eight inch main steam Iie to the electric 
lighting station, twenty feet away, another 
little building with outside dimensions.of 50x 
60 feet, and installed with three engines, each 
engine with a generator operating at 240 
volts.

Some Command Big Salaries. 

The style of the demonstrator is as varied 
as is her or his occupation and pay. There 
are demonstrators who earn no more than the 
salary of an ordinary saleswoman in a de- 
partment store; there are others who com- 
mand $100 a week when there is a need for 
their services. .There are those who are only 
saleswomen promoted for a short period, and 
then there are specialists who make demon- 
strating a profession and who do nothing else. 
Of a necessity the latter class is in the minor- 
ity, yet there are several hundreds of them 
scattered around the country. 

Since the sole object of the deroonstrator 
is to attract.attention to the goods being 
demonstrated it follows that attractiveness 
is the chief stock in trade of the average 
demonstrator. In the ranks of female demon- 
strators this is more true than in any line 
save the isolated exception of the stage. A 
pretty girl will attract the attention of most 
men in a store, exposition, or on the street. 
If she is well dressed, if her hair is done up 
in stylish fashion, she will attract the atten- 
tion of most of the women. This, without 

mattering what k'nd of goods she is demon- 
strating. The firms who make use of demon- 
strators know this, and act accordingly.

Then 
she may be attired in the simple black and 
white of a house maid, but it is essential 
that she have that mysterious thing known 
as “style,” and hence the glad array when 
applying for work.

First Requisite Is Beauty. 

Thus the first requisite of the demonstra- 
tor is attractiveness. The second, and not 
greatly less, is the ability. to. sell goods. 
While the introduction is the thing sought 
after by firms using the demonstrator to 
introduce goods, it has been discovered that 
there is no time when it is so easy to sell 
goods as when their merits are being ex- 
pounded and demonstrated by an expert. The 
demonstrator usually is a eswoman or 
salesman, and in the combination of these 
duties they can earn almost any amount of 
salary—if they can sell goods. «It is custom- 
ary with many firms to pay their demorstra- 
tors a commission on goods sold, besides the 
salary. There are a few who work exclusive- 
ly on commission. 

The high salaried specialist in this line, the 
one who does nothing but work as a demon- 
strator, and who, in doing this, travels 
across the length and width of the land, 
are the ones who sell goods, or, in isolated 
cases, “ prize beauties."’ The most success- 
ful ones have little trouble in keeping steadi- 
ly employed. Often it sapdan that two or 
three firms, with the same line to put out, 
will be found bidding for one demonstrator’s 
services, her or his ability in this line being 
worth probably thousands of dollars for a 
firm. During the world’s expositions or other 
large attractions demonstrators of all kinds 
are in demand, and the best salaries are 
paid in these circumstances. But for the 
average demonstrator the work is not as 
steady nof as remunerative, ‘taken the year 
around, as that of a first class stenographer.

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As long as there are theaters which most people 
have to reach by means of street cars there will be use 
for the fancy blouse and it seems only natural that the 
blouse with transparent yoke should finally evolve into 
one in which the yoke is omitted altogether, especially 
as it is as easy to provide a chiffon or lace blouse with a 
separate dickey to match as it is to make a contrasting 
one for the everyday waist. One of these shown at a 
large importing house was in white chiffon laid over 
with lace of delicate and webby fineness, which was 
exquisitely embroidered with silver threads. The deep 
swathed belt was in cloth of silver and a narrow piping 
of the same cloth and another of the lace outlined the 
small square neck opening. This little trifle was priced 
at $50, which was a guarantee of the name of the de- 
signer rather than of anything unusual in quality. White 
skirts are to be used with such waists, the smartest 
being of white lace or white taffeta, although with 
waists of a less glittering quality, the skirts of white 
tailor suits can be pressed into service.

Full gowns cut with these half low necks and elbow 
sleeves are made both of ldce entirely and lace in com- 
bination with taffeta, voile, and batiste.

For the economical wardrobe an evening gown of 

white taffeta or white lace allover is an excellent choice,

as the bodice can be made with the full décolletage, 
leaving the skirt to use on occasion with a light colored 
chine silk coat or with one of: the little open necked 
blouses. The silk coats, fancifully named dinner coats 
and bridge coats, are made of lace and chiffons, as well 
as of the rainbow colored silks. . They are in somewhat 
stiff and directoire effects, showing stiff little postilion 
tails and revers. They likewise come in black, with 
trimmings of white or light colors, which makes the 
style one which adapts beautifully to elderly people 
who have given over entirely the use of colors. One of 
black taffeta was lined with white and finished with 
large lapels of white silk. These were bordered with 
an edge of black and a pale rose embroidery breaking 
the hard and fast line between. The sleeves are to the 
elbow, gathered lengthwise, having a full frill as a fin- 
ish. A pink taffeta coat with a little delft blue garlands 
woven in it has “sash tails " instead of coat tails and is 
cut décolleté. Both this and the black one are worn with 
a white lace skirt. The little colored jackets seem to de- 
mand the skirt of white, but the sffect of the black one 
over the white lace skirt particularly is even more 
successful. 

In buying white lace, especially if it is to be used 
for waist as well as skirt, there is a great deal in 
getting the tone right. as it makes a difference in the 
becomingness. Perfectly white lace is seldom becoming, 
while those that lean with tHe oyster and champagne 
shades are decidedly so. 

One of the prettiest white effects possible was in 
what was called a dinner coat, made in chiffon. It was 
dignified with this name on account of the narrow little 
plaited points or tails carried down under the belt in 
the back, although it was built like a blouse, being 
fastened up the back. The make was ingenious, as tire 
material was embroidered chiffon edging about half a 
yard deep. or a little less, tne work being in elaborate 
silk threads of light gray with gold embroidery tnter- 
mixed. First a whole blouse was built of white chiffon, 
slightly fulled at the back and under the arms, and car- 
ried into a full vest tn front. The vest ended at the 
top in a small round yoke of lace and chiffon and ran

down into a narrow white satin girdle. The edged and 
embroidered material was carried over the shoulder sur-~ 
plice fashion, being finished off in front even with the 
belt, but hanging loose like the corners of a souave 
jacket, while in the back it was held down tight and 
drawn to a narrow point at the waist line and carried 
down into a little plaited postilion. The belt came on 
the outside at the back, being fastened with a large 
steel buckle. The making of such a waist is simplified 
by fastening it in the back and it is one which could be 
carried out successfully in any of the embroidered trim- 
ming stuffs which are seen more frequently than anye 
thing else at bargain counter sales.

Lace blouses and coats come in many varieties, the 
cluny lace being one of the most serviceable and popu- 
lar. A real cluny of allover pattern cannot be bought 
for less than $50, but the tmitation, which Is also a 
linen lace, with good wearing and washing qualities, is 
being put out by the shops in prices as low as $12. 
Some of these are made of strips of insertion, and one 
managed by a clever little dressmaker* had the twe 
middle strips of the lace shortened enough to make «a 
little square neck opening. She lined the lace with chif- 
fon and a chiffon high band collar and dickey made with 
fine tucks went with it. Most of the new lace »louses 
for any wear whatsoever have elbow sleeves, and to fll 
these out the thin chiffon and organdie undersleeves 
are in great demand. There is no great attempt made 
to match them, and undersleeves trimmed with one 
kind of lace are seen with waists of another, although 
the woman who makes these little accessories for here 
self can nearly always find something to correspond. 

Of materials to be chosen for the most fanciful 
waists there is nothing better than chiffon cloth, which 
is a fabric which has durability combined with the look 
of chiffon. Mousseline de sole is another popular fabrie 
combined with two or three kinds of lace. In all of 
the white blouses there is a small touch of silver or 
gold tinsel or cloth, while in those which run to ivory 
white a bit of velvet of a brilliant red color frequently 
is brought in. 


EMENING WEAR 


MERICANS have held out as long as possible 
against the imported fashion of hair orna- 
ments of all kinds for evening wear. But 
now you see women going to. the theater even 
in the street cars ‘vith long party coats and 
with some little fancy affair in the hair to 

take tne place of a hat. Without adopting the extreme 
of elaborate effects which are worn on the other side 
there is now a “finish” to the hair worn almost gener- 
ally in the evening while the black velvet bow is seen 
for every day wear. 

* * 

Whenever there is a vogue of Olga Nethersole there 
is a vogue of wearing the hair on the forehead. It will 
be remembered that she introduced the coiffure that was 
first put in that position, and now fashionable hair again 
is being colled at a point which is exaggeratedly far 
forward. 

This has brought out a number of new combs and

who possess these old combs have hit upon the idea of 
having them divided, thus making lovely jeweled side 
combs which fit perfectly with the hair. 

The newest decoration for elaborate evening wear 
is a narrow feather which is pressed to an elongated 
shape and fastened almost crosswise over the pomp%- 
dour, from where it starts at a little to one side in a 
jewsled button. Feather pompons and little bunches of 
tips, either with or without an upstanding aigrette, are 
brought well forward to help build the hair still further 
on the face. 

An osprey fastened with a bunch of tulle also is 
set horizontally and diagonally in the same way as the 
prince of Wales tip. These are called comets on account 
of their sweeping lines. Sometimes they are made to 
rise out of a choux of flowers. A black comet looks 
lovely on blond or brown hair worn with a black even- 
ing gown, especially if there is a bit of gold trimming 
on the gown. Black violets are made up into wreaths 
for the use of those who wear half mourning or black 
and white. Flat wreaths and three cornered caps of 
beadwork with pendant beadwork fringe or crown effects 
are more becoming and better liked by many women, 
and where the hair is Hght or of too soft quality they 
can be adjusted far enough forward to help. the high 
effect.

Orchids are particularly liked, and one of the pret- 
tiest is a pure gold orchid with a long graceful bud and 
some natural foliage. Roses of gold tissue are ofe of 
the favorite creations of the counter where these orna- 
ments are made, and one pretty bunch of two or three 
gold roses was mounted in sprays of maiden hair fern. 
An odd looking imported ornament was made with two 
sweeping sword ferns starting from white tulle. It evi- 
dently was built on the comet lines of the osprey. Two 
peacceck feathers with a ruche of coppery tulle shading 
to the hair of an auburn brown beauty were mounted 
with the same shade of copper and bronze shades which 
are around the outer edge of a peacock’s feather. 

The making of these ornaments always is delightfa) 
work, and the edvantage in doing so is that they can 
carry out the idea of the gown and can be made to éuit 
the hair. This idea is carried dut both in shape and 
color, as the fancy of many brown haired women is to 
nave tulle pompons in shade exactly matching the hair. 
These are mounted one above the other on two or three 
wires which are also wrapped in the tulle and which 
can be twisted to becomingness if needed. 

Pale shades of colored velvet ribbon with either 
crystal or colored beads sewed all over them can be or- 
namented at home, and if one has not the knack of tying 
them themselves can be taken to the bowmaker to be 
tied and wired.

For several weeks he was in the 
hospital at Harper’s Ferry, suffering from 
illness that resulted in a disability that be- 
came permanent. This, he says, could have 
happened to him at home as well as in the 
army. 

‘‘Yes, my pension is lying in the depart- 
ment unciaimed,”’ said Elliott. “It amount- 
ed to $15,000 three years ago, and I suppose it 
amounts to $16,500 now. I do not need the 
money, neither does my family. If I felt that 
I had earned the money I would take it, but 
I am unable to figure out how I am entitled 
to it. I have a large and productive farm, 
well stocked, and everything to make me 
comfortable. I have earned these conven- 
iences by daily labor. 

** Suppose I had taken the $30 a month pen- 
sion and I and my children had lapsed into 
idijeness, as so many would under the circum- 
stances? The gift would bea curse instead of 
a blessing.”’

Rockefeller and 
Starred in a New Farce.

New York.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
John D. Rockefeller’s son is betrothed to 
Ida M. Tarbell, and quickly the marriage 
is to follow on, for the senior Rock- 
efeller gives a glad consent and will be a 
fond father-in-law to Ida. Nor is this a 
scheme of his to stop her writing against 
him. Quite to the other way, she declared 
that she wouldn’t marry into the family of 
tainted wealth and was but slowly persuaded 
by him to change her mind. 

In explanation of the case, let me tell you 
that she wasn’t’ truthful when she said in 
print that her father, a Pennsylvania oil pro- 
ducer, had been driven out of business by 
Rockefeller. Instead of that, Mr. Tarbell 
was a federal court judge, who made de- 
cisions inimical to the Standard interests and 
Rockefeller vengefully ordered his impcach- 
ment by the United States senate on a false 
charge of corruption. Ida had completed 
and published, under a pen alias, her icng 
ago projected novel with Standard Oil fora 
theme and Rockefeller for its villain. He 
recognized the expertness of the portraiture 
and decided to bring her into his service by 
hiring her to write his biography in a kindly 
vein. He didn’t suspect that she was Judge 
Tarbell’s daughter or that she and the junior 
Rockefeller were sweethearts. Ida took ad- 
vantage of the circumstances to install her- 
self in the Rockefeller household, where she 
wrought out her father’s exculpation and 
her lover’s father’s reformation, for the up- 
shots are that the senate is called off from 
impeaching Tarbell and Rockeféller’s dis- 
position changes from sordid to benevolent,

That is the Rockefeller-Tarbell affair as 
presented in Charles Klein's new drama, 
“The Lion and the Mouse,’ John D. being 
the ravenous feline and Ida M. the nibbling 
rodent that frees him from the net of 
avarice. There is no call to belittle Mr. 
Klein’s earnestly purposeful work for its 
fault of taking up Rockefeller as a subject 
for dramatic exposition, and then putting on 
gloves to handle him. Althouga the names 
of the principals are given as Ryder and 
Rossmore, the man is labeled John D. Rock- 
efeller and the woman Ida M. Tafrbell. In 
the advertising announcements the identifica- 
tion was made positive, and Klein endeavored 
to produce a play pregnant with the problem 
of American greed for gold as typified by 
Rockefeller. 

But wealth and the getting of it have never 
by themselves been sufficient motives for a 
stage show. What would “ The Merchant 
of Venice ’’ amount to if the avarice of Shy- 
lock were not concurrent with the loves of 
Portia and Jessica? Would the depiction of 
Richelieu and Louis XI be theatrically in- 
teresting if those rare old plotters were not 
associated with the loves of Julie and Marie? 
So it is no wonder that Kiein dared not rely 
on the facts of Rockefeller’s money mania, 
but blended them into a fiction of love be- 
tween young John and Ida. 
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Klein’s story is that young John was, as 
different from old Jolh as white from black; 
that the son had none of the father’s ability 
or ambition in millionaireism; that he met 
Ida on shipboard returning from Europe and 
was infatuated; that his obdurate parent 
decreed his marriage with another girl, and 
that the contention which makes up the 
action of the play is not a question of money 
at all, but whether the son shall choose a 
fiancée, and, having chosen Ida, shall be 
prevented by his sire from marrying her. 
There ig no clash between plutocracy and 
demoécracy, no collision of monopoly with 
socialism, no struggle illustrative of the trust 
and graft problem. What we see is the 
softening of Rockefeller’s heart by Ida Tar- 
bell in the one matter of sparing her father 
for her own dear sake, while his head remains 
as hard as ever for the massing of more 
millions. His reformation goes no further 
than that. 

The impersonator of John D. Rockefeller 
is Edmund Breese, who makes himself look 
like our richest man with the new wig on. 
The resemblance is close and complimentary. 
Indeed, there is nothing caricaturistic in the 
actor’s delineation. The brusqueness of 
speech is no worse than is common among 
busy men, and his air of dominance is such 
as usually comes with the acquisition of 
power in great affairs. But I fancy that 
Rockefeller the churchman wouldn’t like to 
hear himself damn those who stand in his 
way and swear by God that he will remove 
them. It would astonish Mrs. Rockefeller 
disagreeably to learn that-she is a gay wom- 
an of fashion, and the junior John D. to 
be informed that, instead of being a capable 
member of his father’s business staff, he 
wouldn’t have business sense enough to go 
under an oil shed when it rained petroleum 
from a geyser well. 

Miss Tarbell loses in force and gains in 
prettiness as embodied by Grace Elliston. 
She doesn’t mince matters in declaring to 
Rockefeller’s face that he is a despot, and 
quotes paragraphs from the denunciatory 
articles that she has published about him, 
but she is a fascinating woman while assail- 
ing him with masculine vim, and she pleases 
him and Mrs. Rockefeller so much that, like 
their son, they feel that they can't get along 
without her in the family. Whether Ida M. 
Tarbell will feel hurt by the assumption 
that she would become Mrs. John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. you may guess for yourself. Or 
write and ask her. And atthe same time you 
might inquire of the present wife what she 
thinks about it. 
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The Klein who wrote “ The Lion and the 
Mouse” is a brother of the Klein who com- 
poses the music for operasand the Klein who 
used to bea short assistant comedian to the 
long Hopper. He is a playwright of experi- 
ence as the maker of mary librettes for ex- 
travaganzas, such as “ Wang’’; he collab- 
orated with Harrison Grey Fiske in “ The 
District Attorney,’’ and with Bronson How- 
ard in ‘‘ The Cipher Code ’’; he failed in the 
dramatization of Abraham Lincoln in “ The 
Hon. John Grigsby,’ but succeeded with 
“The Music Master” for David Warfield. 
In the writing of “‘ The Lion and the Mouse ” 
he is cocksure there is no mistake, for he is 
a devoted Christian Scientist, and therefore 
enabled to eliminate error from his work. I 
agree that he has turned out an uncommon 
comedy, which, by intrinsic merit as much 
as by singularity of subject deserves the 
popularity which 1. seems bound to gain. 

However, isn’t there a tragedy in a drama- 
tization of Rockefeller? Let us make him ill 
at the beginning of the last act. The stress 
of success has ruined him physically, but his 
mind is strong and his will is indomitable. 
He consults with his captains of industry 
about a new trust. His lawyer comes to ad- 
vise against its legality, but he says he can 
buy whatever law is needed for his purpose. 
His pastor comes to confertbout the endow- 
ment of achurch, and takes occasion to point 
out the moral wrong of the new monopoly, 
but he signs a pious check for $100,000 and 
asks if that won't balance the account inthe 
recording angel's book. His physician comes 
to doctor him and pronounces it a case of life 
or death, with medicines of no further avail 
unless he will take rest, too. But he won't 
stop work until this one more scheme has in- 
creased his millions to a billdon. 

Left alene in-his bedchamber at night for 
the climax of.this fictional tragedy, if Mr. 
Rockefeller will kindly let me indulge my 
imagination, the enfeebled man has a faint- 
ing fit. He is alarmed.. Will he die? If he 
dies will he go to hell? His muscles relax 
and his nerves collapse. He tries in vain to 
call for help. He drags himself towards the 
electric button, but’ falls on a lounge before 
reaching it. As he lies half conscious, he 
fancies that death approaches—is coming 
down the street—is stopping in front of the 
house—is mounting the steps. Ah, but he 
can’t get in, for extra bolts have been put on 
the door since a hunger crazed man broke the 
lock with a murderous knife. But death 
walks through the barriers as if they were 
mist. Still, there is hope that the guardians 
in the hallway, placed there after the exploit 
of a nihillst with a bomb, will stop this more 
dreadful intruder. But death waves them 
aside as though they were smoke, climbs the 
stairway, enters the bedroom through the 
unopened door as though it were a shadow, 


stands grim and hideous before the man who 
seeks to hide from him, and says: “ Come 
with me!” 

Wouldn't that make you shiver?

The new play of ‘the week made from @ 
novel is one in which Mre. William A. Brady 
represents a heroine created by Mrs. mum- 
phry Ward. I name the actress as Mrs. 
Brady, instead of Grace George, because if 
Grace George were not Mrs. Brady she 
wouldn’t be Mrs. Ward's heroine in the 
theatrical version of ‘‘ The Marriage of Wili- 
iam Ashe.”” Mr. Brady has financed and 
promoted the professional ambition of his 
wife ever since, a gentle, pretty, inconse- 
quential graduate of a dramatic school, she 
played a part in his production of “ The 
Turtle.”” He married her as quickly as she 
would let him, and as promptly he undene 
took to make a great actress of her. Ths 
effort used up many thousands of the dollars 
from his money making Ventures, such ag 
“Way Down East,” but season after 
the loss of cash lessened and the gain of 
reputation increased until last winter, 
guess, the popularity of Grace George wag 
sufficient to balance the account of “Abigail." 
Meanwhile, she was striving hard to devel 
talent, to utilize her personal charm, 
now she is a facile actress with a pretty firms 
hold upon the politer portion of the theatrical 
public. ‘If at first you don’t succeed,” you 
are lucky to have a husband who will enable 
you to “try, try again.” And Grace George 
is a loyely actress. Most of us agree with 
her husband as to that. 

It. has been Mr. Brady's declared determi- 
nation never to let his wife enact an im- 
moral heroine. 

“ Plan me a strong play for her on any sub- 
ject save one,” he once said to Augustus 
Thomas, “‘ and I will sign as liberal a cone 
tract as any one ever made with you. wy 
stipulation Is that the character for Mra, 
Brady must be clean.” 

“But women who sin are so much more 
easily made interesting than those whe 
don’t,” said the dramatist. 

Mr. Brady seems to have come to that way 
of thinking, for *“‘ The Marriage of William 
Ashe,” with its wife who goes away from her 
husband witn a paramour and dies tor her 
misconduct, is “ East Lynne” and “ Frou 
Frou” over again.. As you who have reac 
Mrs. Ward's 600 pages know, the genius of 
the writer lifts the story Into a literary and 
ethical dignity that is difficult to convey to 
a play of one-tenth as many words. Mars 
garet Mayo has done as well as any one could 
in making an actable condensation without 
coarsening Lady Kitty as a prankish maiden, 
a disloyal wife, and a runaway: The job 
has been cleverly performed insofar as it 
makes Kitty forgivable, and Grace George 
is sweet and dainty that the transgressor 
ndktnet the seventh commandment is parf- 
doned by the audience, whatever the power 
higher up might decide to do with her.

I can’t 
recall her as having had ever before a role 
of more than six lines, yet her celebrity as @ 
show girl, although local, was sufficient to 
assemble most of the extravaganza com- 
panies now in town to see what she could 
do— or couldn’t do—as an actress in a legiti- 
mate play.

Although “ The Genius and the Model” 
begins conventionally with artists in distress, 
it quickly strikes out in a new direction. A 
wealthy young fellow desires to get the re- 
nown of a genius.

Breitkopf & Hartel have now issued a vol- 
ume by W. Altmann entitled ‘‘ Wagner-Re- 
gesten,”’ which lists 4,143 of the composer's 
letters. The editor gives not ‘only the dates 
and the namee of the recipients but also a 
brief cutline of the contents-of each letter, 
thus making his book of inestimable value (for 
reference. Among the novelties included are 
‘twenty interesting letters to Schumann which 
he accidentally discovered. Breitkop! & Har- 
tel and other publishers also put at the edit- 
ors disposal their treasures of Wagner epis- 
tles.
